Chief donations of MSS. For a third successive year a 
valuable Zend MS. has been given to the library. The 
present MS. (J7S. Zend c. 3) contains the Yasna with Pahlavi 
translation: it is not older than the year 1780, but was copied 
from one written in 1478, which again was copied from 
another of the early 11th century—and it represents a different 
family of MSS. from that of which the celebrated MS. given 
to the Bodleian in 1889 was an example. The donor is 
Dastur Darab Peshotan Sanjana, M.A., Professor of Zend and 
Pahlavi in the Sir Jamshetji College in Bombay, and one of 
the most prominent Parsi scholars in that city: the gift was 
accompanied by the condition that a perfect photographic 
copy should be sent to the donor. The Curators have again 
to thank the Rev. Dr. L. H. Mills, Hon. M.A., for the sug- 
gestion of this gift. 

Two MSS. of Vatsyayana’s Kamasitra (7 SS. Sansk. c. 
11, 12) were presented by F. F. Arbuthnot, Esq. 

Col. Rutherford gave a Pali MS. (7S. Pali a. 30). 

The Rev. C. H. O. Daniel presented a Sinhalese MS. (J7S. 
StHth.c. 11 (K),). 

The Rev. Greville J. Chester, B.A., gave 2 very singular 
incised wooden tablets, from Egypt: some of the letters are 
apparently Coptic (and accordingly the tablets have been 
provisionally referenced as Ccptt. Inscrr. 6, 7), but others 
have hitherto baffled identification, while some known Coptic 
letters seem to be altogether absent. Mr. Chester also gave 
two ancient reed-pens found at Ekhmim, and these, the first 
specimens of such articles acquired by the library, are ex- 
hibited in the glass cases. 

The same donor presented a collection of letters of Italian 
princes between 1489 and 1782 (M/S. Jtal. c. 2). Anda MS. 
of the ‘ Fiore di verita’ of Francesco di Giuljano, dated 1498 
(ZS. Ital. e. 2), was given in the name of the late Rev. T. 
Woodhouse, M.A., St. John’s Coll. by his son E, J. Woodhouse, 
Esq., Oriel Coll. 
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The Vicar and Churchwardens of Dymock, Gloucester 
presented a leaf (which had formed part of the binding of a 
parish-register) containing a fragment of John xvi. 26-xvii. 12 
in the Vulgate.» This leaf (47S. Lato. d. PX F)) as am 
beautiful Hiberno-Saxon half-uncial characters of the 8th 
cent., with an occasional mixture of continental uncial forms 
in common words, tending to show that the MS. was written 
in England: it is apparently the oldest specimen of Hiberno- 
Saxon writing in the library. 

Prof. Westwood gave several topographical MSS., including 
Collections for the history of Long Combe (47S. Top. Oxon 
d..28), 

Guy Harper, Esq., son of the late senior assistant in the 
library, gave a collection of the letters received by his father 
from Halliwell-Phillipps, Payne Collier, and other literary 
men (7S. Eng. misc. d. 15), and a volume of papers relating 
to the recent history of St. Alban Hall (7S. Top. Oxon d. 35). 

The Curators of the University Chest presented a number 
of Bedels’ account-books, from the papers of the late W. W. 
Harrison, M.A., Esquire Bedel, and a great quantity of old 
‘Vice-Chancellors’ papers.’ These latter were mostly financial, 
and included many of the missing Bodleian accounts: but 
among them were also letters of the first Duke of Wellington, 
and Mr. Gladstone’s letter forwarding on behalf of the Govern- 
ment a copy of the Bill which resulted from the report of the 
first University Commission. 

The Rev. Dr. F. G. Lee presented 7 drawings of antiquities 
at Amersham, to be added to his Bucks collections already in 
the library. 

From Miss Margaret Elliot, daughter of the late Dr. 
Gilbert Elliot, Dean of Bristol, the Bodleian has received a 
series of 22 volumes of the highest importance both for 
religious bibliography and for the bibliography of English 
literature. These vols. (A7SS. Eng. th. c. 1-17, e. 5-9) consist 
of the collections made by her father for a Bibliography of all 
books on religious subjects printed in England, from the 15th 
century down to 1825. The arrangement is chronological, 
but with separate volumes for (1) Bibles and liturgies, (2) 
Prayers by authority, which are brought down to 1860; and 
there are author and subject indexes to 1825. 

Finally the transfer of 7616 duplicate Pipe-Office rolls from 
the Public Record Office must be mentioned. These consist 
of declared accounts of the Pipe-Office from 1715 to 1821, 
and doubtless contain an abundance of detail useful as bear- 
ing on the history of the period. A printed catalogue of them 
has been furnished, so that the library will not have to incur 
the cost of cataloguing as well as of shelving them. 


Chief donations of printed books. His late Imperial 
Majesty, Dom Pedro d’Alcantara, presented a copy of his 
‘ Podsies hébraico-provengales du rituel israélite Comtadin.’ 

The Austro-Hungarian Government presented a copy of 
the splendid ‘ Missale Glagoliticum Hervoiae ducis Spala- 
tensis’ recently published under their auspices, 

From the authorities of the British Museum were received 
a number of duplicate copies of modern Greek works recently 
printed in Cyprus. 

His Grace the Heanening of Canterbury gave 5 works 
published at Urmi by his Mission to the Assyrian Christians ; 
and Archdeacon Maples of Zanzibar several books in the 
Chinyanja language published at Likoma on Lake Nyanza. 

Mr. F. C. Conybeare, M.A., gave 8 Burmese books, and 
the works of Moses of Choréné in Armenian, 

The Rev. C. H. O. Daniel, M.A., gave two works printed by 
himself—‘ Herrick, his flowers’ and ‘Our memories, shadows 
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of old Oxford ;’ Prof. Sir John Stainer the privately-printed 
catalogue of his collection of English song-books; and the 
Warden of Merton his privately-issued ‘ Literary fragments.’ 

Among the other works received the following may be 
specially noted—‘The Melvilles earls of Melville and the 
Leslies earls of Leven’ in 3 vols. by Sir William Fraser, 
K.C.B., LL.D., given by the author in the name of Lady 
Elizabeth Leslie Melville Cartwright and Mr. Leslie Melville 
Cartwright ; ‘History of the Society of Writers to Her 
Majesty’s Signet,’ given by the Society ; ‘The Perth Ham- 
mermen book,’ given by the Deacon and Haill Brethren of 
the Incorporation; an illustrated large paper copy of the 
catalogue of the Gibson-Craig library, given by Joseph Kaye, 
Esq. ; and the privately-printed ‘History of the Markhams of 
Northamptonshire,’ given by the author, Christopher A. 
Markham, Esq., F.S.A. 

Two recently founded societies, the Edinburgh Biblio- 
graphical and the Thoresby, presented various works issued 
by them. And considerable miscellaneous gifts were received 
from the Rev. Greville J. Chester, the Rev. Andrew Clark, 
M.A., E. S. Dodgson, Esq., the Rev. J. F. Heyes, M.A., M. 
Horion of Liége, the Rev. Prof. J. E. B. Mayor, and Prof. Max 
Miller, and from the following members of the staff—Dr. 
Neubauer, Mr. G. Parker, and Mr. W. H. Allnutt. 


_ Donation of maps. The Royal Society, feeling it un- 
necessary, owing to the close proximity of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, to keep a separate collection of the maps 
of the French Dépét de la Marine, presented to the Bodleian 
their existing collection of 2955 of these maps—continuations 
of which have since been forwarded to the Bodleian by the 
French Government. A set of these maps had been presented 
by that Government to Cambridge, but apparently no set 
existed in Oxford. 


Donation of prints. Among the few prints presented in 
the year may be mentioned a curious collection of 13 large 
coloured Napoleonic caricatures of the period 1807-14. These 
were taken in 1890 from the walls of a barber’s shop in St. 
Clement’s, and were presented to the Bodleian by Mr. E. 
Hickman, the only member of its staff in whose lifetime any 
of them were published. 


Purchase of MSS. The following is a numerical record of

The principal purchase has been that of a volume of 
Anglo-Saxon charters (47S. Eng. hist. a. 2). Such docu- 
ments being of the very highest scarcity, and the Bodleian not 
possessing any example of them among the vast number of 
charters collected by Rawlinson, Gough, and Douce or other- 
wise acquired, it was bought for £220 10s., which is believed 
to be the highest sum ever paid by the Bodleian for a single 
volume, manuscript or printed. The chief contents of the 
volume are as follows :—

by Bp. Eadnod (c. 1020) 

Forged 12th cent. Latin charter, dated 969, of K. Eadgar, 
in favour of S. Peter’s, Westminster (Kemble, no. 555) 

Latin charter, dated 957, of K. Eadwig, giving 40 
‘mansas’ at A‘thelig to Abp. Oda (Kemble, no. 465, 
from an 18th cent. copy) 

Latin and English grant of lands, dated 998, from K. 
Epelred to Leofwine 

Latin and English grant of lands, dated 1007, from K. 
fEdelred to S. Alban’s monastery (Kemble 1304 from 
a Brit. Mus. MS., but without the boundaries) 

Late 11th cent. copy of a Latin grant, dated 1023, from 
K. Cnut, giving tolls of the port of Sandwich to the 
church at Canterbury (Kemble 737) 

12th cent. Latin charter from Bart. de Glanville to Brom- 
holm Priory (Dugdale V. 63, but with fewer witnesses) 

Latin grant of lands (c. 1152) from William, earl of 
Chichester, to Wymondham Abbey 

12th cent. Latin grant of land from Nigel de Moubrai to 
the Church of St. Mary of Southwark 

English will, dated 998, of Leofwine son of Wulfstan 
(Kemble 1293) 

English will (early 11th cent.) of Alfwold, bishop of 
Crediton 

Late 10th or early 11th cent. English memorandum from 
the archbishop to K. Aépelred on the division of 
bishoprics 

Early r2th cent. Latin charter from William, bishop of 
Exeter, to the Church of Crediton 

Early 13th cent. Latin grant of land from Thomas son 
of Hugh de Horton to the Church of St. Mary of 
Woodkirk 

Late 12th cent. Latin charter from B[ernard] de Balliol, 
granting the Church of Gainsford and Chapel of 
Barnard Castle to the Monastery of St. Mary at 
York. 

Late 12th or early 13th cent. Latin grant of land from 
Ralf Lestrange to the Nunnery of Blackborough. 

It is understood that an edition of the foregoing items will 
be published in the ‘Anecdota Oxoniensia’ by Prof. Napier 
and Mr. W. H. Stevenson, who were kind enough to inspect 
the volume for the library before its purchase. Many other 
items have been taken out of the volume and dealt with 
separately—e.g. 51 later charters, of which 36 related to 
Surrey (ranging from c. 1230 to 1537); a fragment of a 
cartulary of Walsingham Abbey (7S. Top. Norf. 6. 1); 
an early 11th cent. fragment of John ii. 6—iii. 34 and vi. 
I9-vii. 10 in English (47S. Eng. Bib. c. 1); and fragments 
of Persius, Statius’s Achilleis, Avianus, and the Carmen 
Paschale of Sedulius (47S. Laz. class. d. 7). 

Next in importance to this purchase was one of a Latin 
commentary on the different books of the Pentateuch, con- 
taining 180 leaves, and apparently written in the latter half of 
the 8th century, a century of which the library possessed only 
about six Latin MSS. The present volume (MS. Lat. th. d. 
3), was bought for £47 10s. and is of great interest not only 
palaeographically but for its corrupted Latinity: its authorship 
is at present unknown, but the writer makes use both of 


Isidore and of Bede.

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Other MSS. which seem to call for special mention are :— 

Liber computorum ecclesie de Thame, 1442—1524 (M/S. 
Top. Oxon d. 28), bought for £20. 

An epistle in verse by Southey, describing his journey to 
and arrival in Oxford (in 1792) as a student (7S. Eng. poet. 
c. 2), bought for 44. 

‘Le miroer des dames’ (47S. Fr. c. 3), a 15th cent. MS. of 
a work translated out of the Latin (of Durand de Cham- 
pagne?), bought for 415. 

A Druse polemical treatise, perhaps of the 13th cent. (47S. 
Arab. f. 7), bought for £3. 

An Aramaic marriage-contract, in Hebrew characters, dated 
in the year corresponding to ggo A.D. (contained in 17S. Hed. 
a. 2). This is the oldest dated MS. written in Hebrew 
characters which the Bodleian possesses. 


There was also purchased for £24 a collection of 14 vols. 
of MSS. of which 13 were Welsh, ranging from the 16th to 
the 18th century. These are almost entirely poetical, and 
contain a great many poems by the celebrated Dafyd ap 
Gwilym: they belonged to a well-known Welsh scholar of 
the last century, and were offered to the Bodleian by his 
descendant, a graduate of the University. 


Finally it must be stated that the joint negotiations into 
which the Bodleian had entered with the British Museum 
and Cambridge for the purchase of MSS. from a private 
collection entirely failed, the owners not having made any 
proposal which the authorities of the three libraries were able 
to accept. The Curators consequently dissolved their special 
committee for the selection of MSS., and on their application 
to the Hebdomadal Council the committee’s dissolution was 
notified in the UNIVERSITY GAZETTE. 


Chief purchases of old printed books. Among the second- 
hand printed books purchased, the following may be men- 
tioned as of more than ordinary rarity or costliness, those 
marked with a * being bought out-of a 5th special donation 
of £100 from a member of All Souls’, and those marked tr 
out of the balance of the special donation received in 1890 
from a member of Convocation :—

Purchase of prints. The purchase may also be mentioned of 
four 15th century woodcuts: they are very small (12 x 1}in.), 
and seem to have been issued on a sheet divided into com- 
partments by black lines, like some of those reproduced by 
Weigel. They are coloured in the Swabian manner. The 
subjects are the Virgin and Child in glory, the Mass of S. 
Gregory, S. Catharine of Alexandria, with sword and wheel, 
and S. Barbara, or S. Scholastica, with chalice and wafer. 


Cataloguing of MSS. The number of MSS. catalogued 
and indexed by Mr. Madan for the Summary Catalogue was 
773, making a total of 981 up to the end of 1894: he also 
treated 2519 MSS. by a cross-reference, making a total of 
3322 so treated to the end of 1891. The total number of 
MSS. dealt with in the year was consequently 3292 (141 of 
these being new accessions, and the remainder belonging to 
the Grabe, Perrott, Cherry, Tanner, Sancroft, Carte, St. 
Amand, Ballard, J. Walker, Rawlinson A—C, and Hertford 
College Collections); making a total of 4309 up to the end 
of 1891. The printing of the catalogue was also commenced, 
and during 1892 advance-sheets have been placed upon the 
reference-shelves, 


The new Hebrew and Samaritan MSS. were catalogued as 
usual by Dr. Neubauer. 


The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed 27 more 
MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these required 579 
entries and 1117 index-slips. 


The printing of the Rawlinson D. catalogue, the catalogue 
of Armenian MSS., and the catalogue of Turkish MSS. was 


continued, and advance-sheets of the first two were placed on 
the reference-shelves. 


The slips of Mr. Macray’s continuation of the calendar of 
Clarendon State-papers, as far as written, were also made into 
volumes and placed on the reference-shelves. 


Prof. Ethé catalogued for the second volume of his printed 
catalogue the Persian and Hindustani MSS. of the Hertford 
Coll. collection, which is deposited in the library. He also 
presented the library with a temporary but very excellent 
catalogue of 198 additional Arabic MSS., compiled from his 


slips prepared for ultimate printing: this is placed on the 
reference-shelves. 


Indexing of MSS. The index to the Summary Catalogue 
of MSS. was made available for readers, the slips being 
arranged by Wheeler, and the index-slips of MSS. Rawlinson 
J. were added by Mr. Hutt to the drawers containing the 
combined indexes of quarto catalogues. An index to the 
second deposit of Albany autographs was also begun by Mr, 
Hutt. 


Handlisting of MSS. The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian and (Music-school 
exercises) Mr. Sims. Mr. Hutt referenced and handlisted 64 
newly bound volumes of Clarendon State-papers (completing 
the collection), and the following which had been overlooked 
in the general handlisting of the MSS. in 1890 :—of MSS. 
Gough, 39 vols.; of MSS. Rawlinson D., 91 vols.; of MSS. 
Rawlinson E., 37 vols. 


Cataloguing of printed books. 20644 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the catalogue. 


Mr. Whitbread finished cataloguing 25 uncatalogued works 
in the valuable Sutherland collection; Mr. Thurland cata- 
logued 46 vols. of ‘ Fontes rerum Austriacarum’; and I11 
vols. of other uncatalogued arrears were catalogued by Ward, 
109 by Hunt, about 100 by Wheeler, and 58 by Hughes. 
These arrears were catalogued as part of the ordinary work of 
the staff. 


Owing to a grant of £250 having been made by the Dele- 
gates of the Common University Fund for working off arrears 
of cataloguing and handlisting, the Library was able to avail 
itself of the skilled services of Mr. R. G. C. Proctor, B.A., C.C.C., 
for cataloguing its early-printed fragments, and for con- 
tinuing Mr. Gordon Duff’s special catalogue of the incunabula. 
Mr. Proctor wrote catalogue-slips for all the fragments (about 
400), and these slips are now being revised, after which the 
fragments will be arranged and bound, and the slips entered 
in the catalogue. Mr. Proctor also added about 1200 slips 
to the special catalogue of incunabula. 


By overtime-payments from the same grant the following 
additional cataloguing was paid for:—45 vols. of directories 
and 33 vols. of English periodicals (Mr. Sims), 14 vols. of 
foreign periodicals (Eden), 162 of directories, &c. (Mr. Whit- 
bread). 

Handlisting and referencing of printed books. Mr.Wheeler 
referenced and handlisted about 700 vols. of ‘foreign pro- 
gress, and this particular set of arrears was virtually extin- 
guished. Mr. Hutt referenced 87 vols. of societies’ publications 
and handlisted 66; he also referenced and handlisted 67 vols. 
in the open cases at the Selden end. Bennett referenced and 
handlisted 22 Portuguese volumes, Eden 134 vols. of foreign 
archaeological periodicals, while Simmonds referenced 1203 
vols. and handlisted 1028—these being chiefly transactions of 
foreign societies, foreign periodicals, English publishing so- 
cieties, and sailing-directories. All the foregoing work was 
executed as part of the ordinary work of the staff. 

In addition, the following work was provided for out of the 
grant for arrears from the Common University Fund. 784 
vols. were referenced by Mr. Sims and 185 handlisted by him: 
these were foreign archaeological periodicals (or societies) and 
English ‘periodicals. 403 vols. of foreign societies (mostly 
geographical) and English publishing societies were referenced 
and handlisted by Eden. And 3539 vols. of directories of 
all kinds were referenced and handlisted by Mr. Whitbread. 
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Cataloguing of music. 2000 slips were transcribed for 
insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. 

The subject-catalogue of printed books, The preparation 
of this was continued, and a largely increased use of it was 
made by readers. 

Binding. The binding of the very valuable collection of 
Clarendon State-papers was at length completed. The bind- 
ing of the Hultzsch Sanskrit MSS. was continued. A great 


number of volumes of library-papers were bound. And all | 


volumes of MSS. were repaired which were found in the pro- 
cess of compiling the Summary Catalogue to be in a bad state. 

The Delegates of the Common University Fund granted 
#250 for the binding of maps, and at length it became 
possible to attack the immense arrears of unbound Ordnance- 
maps. About 17,000 were strongly bound in 343 vols., together 
with 76 vols. of area-books, and 3 vols. of indexes. They 
included the shires of Beds, Berks, Bucks, Cheshire, Cornwall, 
Derby, Essex, Hants, Herts, Middlesex, Monmouth, Notts, 
Oxon, and the I. of Man, with the Kent area-books. There 
still remained, however, 31 counties finished and waiting to be 
bound, 

Arrangement of rooms. The orderly arrangement of the 
reference-shelves at the Selden end was completed. The Old 
School having been fitted up by the University, the section 
of Geography and Travel was replaced in it, together with the 
unhandlisted foreign periodicals previously in it: to these 
were now united the remainder of such periodicals. By this 
means the necessary space was gained on the first floor for the 
expansion of topography by the creation of a second topo- 
graphical room, and space was also made for the greatly 
over-crowded transactions of English, Colonial and American 
societies. At the same time the photographic room, the 
library-record room, and the adjoining staircase were got into 
greatly improved order. 

The Curators of the Theatre nearly completed the altera- 
tion of the basement-windows, with the result of greatly 
increasing the light. Out of the grant made in 1890 for fitting 
up this room, a portion of the floor was repaved with asphalt 
instead of stone, as a remedy against damp. The erection of 
bookshelves in the basement was also continued. But owing 
to the space required by masons, paviours, and carpenters it 
was not possible to continue the arrangement of the room. 
A large part of its contents had, indeed, to be removed to the 
Bodleian for the time being, when advantage was taken of the 
opportunity to reference, label, and handlist them—as de- 
scribed in a previous paragraph. 

The Visitation of the Library. Up to 1891 the statutes 
required the Curators at the Visitation to personally examine 
the books to ascertain if any were lost. The growth of the 
library had rendered this provision impossible of fulfilment 
for a great number of years; up to a certain time portions of 
the library were ‘counted’ on the Visitation-day by the 
Curators, but for very many years past the entire ‘ counting’ 
had been done by the staff of the library in the month pre- 
ceding the Visitation—a report of the result being made to 
the Curators at the Visitation itself. 

On the motion of the Curators the University altered this 
statute in 1891, so as to provide that the Curators should call 
for an exact account of books lost or misused, and that they 
should themselves inspect the entire library to see if all things 
were in accordance with the statutes. 

At the Visitation of 1891 it was reported that 37 tracts of 
the Mather collection were missing, these being works by the 


New England family of Puritan divines bearing that name: a 
great many of them having been printed in America, and 
all being indirectly connected with it, Mather tracts obtain 
exceptional prices, and the value of the 37 reported as missing 
was probably £80 at the very least, all of them being beauti- 
fully bound. As the collection was kept in the Old School 
and had necessarily been shifted during the previous year in 
order to allow the Old School to be fitted up, it was assumed 
by the Librarian for some time that the missing tracts had got 
accidentally mixed with some other collection, and extra- 
ordinary search was made to find them. Early in December, 
however, the Librarian reported to the Curators that he was 
convinced of their having been stolen by a boy whom he 
had dismissed in the preceding April, and that this conviction 
was strengthened by evidence afterwards obtained that the 
boy in question had been seen reading some of them. 

It was also found that the boy had taken away the follow- 
ing other books—E. C. Grenville Murray’s ‘People I have 
met’ (stamp erased from back of titlepage), 10 penny story- 
books (half of one torn away), and a cloth case containing 
Byron’s works in 12 vols.: this last had been given away to 
some one who had left Oxford, and the titlepages, bearing 
the Bodleian stamp at back, had been cut out of 3 of the 
volumes, doubtless before they were given away. It was 
likewise discovered that he had cut out the titlepages of a 
5 vol. edition of Farrar’s Life of Christ. 

Eventually all the books were recovered (the Mather tracts 
being undamaged), and the boy received, after trial before the 
City magistrates, a month’s imprisonment. 

There are a few other facts which it is expedient to mention. 
The boy in question was the son of most respectable parents, 
and came from school with an excellent character for honesty, 
trustworthiness, and good principle. On the morning of his 
entrance into the library he had signed the customary promise 
‘never to take away or destroy or damage any book or piece 
of paper or anything else in the library, and had been caused 
to copy this and told to take the copy home to his father— 
nor was it disputed that he had done this. These facts will 
show that care was taken both in selecting him, and in im- 
pressing on him and his father his duty to the library. 

To prevent as far as possible any similar occurrence, the 
Librarian has drawn up an enlarged code of printed rules 
relating to boys, which can be seen by any member of Con- 
vocation, and this has been (and will for the future be) signed 
by every boy and the parents of every boy; and he has 
placed every boy under the personal supervision of some 
elder member of the staff, who is requested to furnish a 
weekly report of his conduct, industry, and the quality of his 
work, An effort is also being made to render clearer and 
more systematic the method of counting for the Visitation, as 
well as to extend it to collections not hitherto brought into 
the count. 


THE COIN-COLLECTION 


Donations of coins. The great generosity of the Rev. 
Greville J. Chester has again to be recorded: he gave 218 
coins, almost entirely ancient or mediaeval, of which 10 were 
gold and 58 silver. 

Mr. C. W. C. Oman, M.A., gave 77 coins, almost all 
ancient, of which 13 were Greek, 38 Parthian, and 11 Sassa- 
nian. 

A valuable gift of 21 Greek coins was received from 
J. Grafton Milne, Esq., who had recently obtained them in 
the neighbourhood of Megalopolis: some of these were very 
scarce. 
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A gold coin of Hiero II was given by the daughters of the 
late Lieut.-Gen. Sir Harry David Jones, R.E., G.C.B., in 
memory of their father, on whom the University conferred the 
degree of D.C.L. in 1856. 

The Librarian gave 95 modern coins, of which all but three 
were varieties of copper or Maundy coinage of the present 
and last two reigns. 

Mr. J. Hutt, of the Bodleian staff, gave 11 copper coins of 
the present and last reign. 


Donations of war-medals. In consequence of the Bodleian 
possessing no modern war-medals whatever, Mr. C. W. C. 
Oman presented it with 3, and then suggested to the Dele- 
gates of the Common University Fund to make a grant of 
450 for the formation of a collection. This suggestion the 
Delegates kindly acceded to, and 52 medals, some being of 
very high rarity, were purchased by Mr. Oman: the cost of 
these, with a case for them, amounted to £43 18s. 8d., leaving 
a small balance still to be expended. 


Donations of other medals. The University of Montpellier 
presented the medal struck in commemoration of its sixth 
centenary, 


Purchases. From the Mint were obtained at the cost 
price of £9 12s. 7d. copies of all the English varieties since 
George III in which the Bodleian was deficient and which the 
Mint was still able to supply (mere alteration of date not 
being considered a variety): these were 12 gold, 19 silver, 
and 3 bronze. 

23 pennies of Cnut were bought for 44 15s. 10d. 

_The only other purchases were a small silver piece of 
Theodositis II and a nondescript medal. 


; - Arra: : ment ind cataloguing, &c. Mr. Oman finished 
arranging and labelling the Anglo-Saxon coins, and made 
considerable progress with a catalogue of them. The number 
was found to be about 540 (to which the above-mentioned 
pennies of Cnut have now to be added): as the Bodleian 
catalogue only mentioned about 170, and as only about 30 
had been acquired since the compilation of that catalogue, it 
will be seen how necessary was the reorganization begun in 
1884. 

Mr. E. J. Rapson, of the Department of Coins and Medals 
in the British Museum, spent some time in examining the 
Bodleian specimens of the Gupta dynasty of early Indian 
kings. He subsequently printed in the ‘Numismatic Chronicle,’ 
and reprinted separately, a paper of ‘Notes on Gupta coins’ 
in which he included a catalogue of the 81 Bodleian specimens 
and photographs of 14 of them. 

The Librarian incorporated and arranged the English coins 
(213) of the present and last two reigns. 

All the remaining loose records connected with the coins 
were also bound up. 


Facilities for students. The table which occupied the 
middle of the room has been removed, and three counters, in 
the form of three sides of a square, fitted with conveniences 
for writing, have been substituted. In the central open space 
the student sits, completely shut off both from the wall- 
cabinets and from the loose trays, which are now stored 
underneath the counters but are separated from him by 
partitions. This arrangement has consequently served to 
increase both the student’s convenience for working and the 
safety of the contents of the room. 


Photography. The arrangements announced in the last 
annual report have met with complete success, and a very 
large number of photographs have been taken from MSS. 
and printed books, with such special supervision as was con- 
sidered desirable in the case of volumes of more than usual 
value. 


The picture-gallery. The attention of the Curators 
having been directed to the much injured condition of many 
of the older portraits (especially those painted on panel), they 
forwatded 4 of them for repair and cleaning to Messrs. Dyer, 
of Orchard-st., Portman-square. The result proved highly 
satisfactory, and the cost (415 6s. 6d.) was defrayed by a 
grant of Convocation. Four more pictures have since been 
sent for similar treatment. 


The building. Owing to the danger of fire from the un- 
observed entrance of readers and strangers into the N.E. 
corner of the ground-floor of the quadrangle, this part of the 
building was fireproofed at a cost of £64 1s. 6d., of which 
£60 was defrayed by a grant of Convocation. 


Personal. 
having expired and he not being a candidate for re-election, 
the Rev. Andrew Clark, M.A., Fellow of Lincoln, was elected 
in his stead on Nov. 3. 


Financial summary. The yearopened with a balance of — 


$137 25. 5a. but of this £75 25. 6d. was a balance from the 
special donation of £100 from a member of Convocation, and 
against the general balance of £61 19s. 11d. must be set the 
fact that there should have been in hand accumulations of 
£173 8s. 6d. carried forward to the special appropriation 
for MSS. 


The staff-expenses were about £112 above those of 1890, 


but of this sum about £70 was due to extra work paid for 
from a special grant from the Common University Fund. 


The cost of special assistance was higher from the same 
reason. The sum spent on MSS. and photographic fac- 
similes of MSS. was perhaps the highest ever so spent out 
of the general funds of the library. The binding-expenses 
were increased by the expenditure of the special grant of 
#250 for binding Ordnance-maps: when that amount is de- 
ducted, together with the binding chargeable to the MS. 
reserve fund, they will be found to be below the average of 
the last seven years. 

The year closed with a balance of 4219 Ios. 3d., but of 
this £115 125. 5d. was a balance from a special grant (for 
arrears) from the Common University Fund, and £48 gs. 1d. of 
the general balance of £103 17s. 10d. is due to the special 
appropriation of £400 a year for MSS. which has been made 
since 1883. 

Against the apparent balance of the latter fund must 
be set two heavy liabilities—(1) the cost of binding the 
remainder of the Hultzsch Sanskrit MSS., which have al- 
ready been five years in the library unbound, and of which 
the repair and binding can hardly cost less than £150; (2) 
the cost, estimated at £52 10s., of furnishing the donor of the 
last-acquired Zend MS. with a photographic facsimile of it. 

All Souls’ was still unable to make any contribution to 
the funds of the library, but for a 5th successive year the 
very handsome gift of £100 by an unnamed member of the 
College, for the purchase of old books, was received from 
the Warden.

Chief donations of printed books.—The most valuable gifts 
of the year are due to the liberality of E. M. Satow, Esq., 
C.M.G., Her Majesty’s Minister at Montevideo. Mr. Satow, 
who was formerly Minister in Siam, presented 103 vols. of 
works relating’ to the latter country, and subsequently gave 
31 more vols. bearing on Oriental countries or literatures. 

Next to these in extent comes the gift by Messrs. Parker, of 
Broad Street, Oxford, of 45 editions of Keble’s Christian Year.

Among the English MSS. may be mentioned Norfolk 
pedigrees, in alphabetical order; by J. Le Neve (VS. Eng. 
misc. b. 3); 3 leaves (c. 1450?) of articles against the Duke of 
Suffolk (47S. Eng. hist. 6. 119), different from the text given 
in Holinshed ; a copy-book of letters to the War-office by 
the commissary general in the Netherlands in 1794-5 (7S. 
Eng. hist. c. 13); a volume of drawings (mostly coloured) of 
flowered quarries, by the Rev. Dr. F. G. Lee (VS. Eng. misc. 
d. 17); collections by Dr. Lee relating to the Rev. R. S. 
Hawker, of Morwenstow (47S. Eng. misc. d. 16); and an 
alphabetical index, in two folio volumes, of the town-lands of 
Ireland by the late Bp. Reeves (47S. Top. Ireland b. 1, 2). 

The oldest Latin MS. purchased was a Sacramentary of 
a church at Como, of the latter half of the 11th cent. (7S. 
Lat. liturg. d. 4). A magnificent antiphonar and gradual, of 
the late 12th or early 13th cent., said to be of the very rare 
use of S. Carpophorus, and with the music interlined through- 
out, was also bought (47S. Lat. liturg. c. 1). 

The Greek MSS. were late 15th and early 16th cent. copies 
of Simplicius on Aristotle de Caelo (A7S. Gr. class. ¢. 13), 
Lycophron and Hesiod (47S. Gr. class. e. 17), the Argonautica 
of ‘Orpheus’ and Apollonius Rhodius (7S. Gr. class. ¢. 18), 
and Dionysius Periegetes with the commentary of Bp Sees 


(MS. Gr. class. e. 16). 
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The Armenian MSS. included an Armenian translation of 
and commentary on parts of Aristotle and Porphyry (4/S. 
Arm. f. 6), written in 1338 and recently used by Mr. F. C. 
Conybeare for his volume in the Anecdota Oxoniensia ; and 
a translation of Chrysostom on Ephesians (7S. Arm. d. 11), 
written in uncials of about the 10th cent., and much older 
than any Armenian MS. previously in the library. 

The most remarkable of the Sanskrit MSS. is one of the 
Bhagavata Purana, written on 179 long and broad strips of 
birch-bark, and ornamented with 348 paintings (A7S. Sansk. 
6.2). The library possessed no manuscript at all like this: it 
was executed in 1718 for an Assamese rajah. 

The Arabic MS. is an unknown chronicle in Hebrew 
characters (7S. Hed. f. 40), written A.D. 1159. 

Among the Hebrew MSS. the first place is due to a tiny 
liturgical fragment on papyrus (47S. Hed. f. 35 (P)), of 
unascertained age, but doubtless at least as early as the 6th 
cent., and some hundreds of years earlier than any other 
Hebrew writing in the library. A book of hymns of the 
Egyptian rite, written A.D. 1042, may also be mentioned 
(7S. Heb. f. 39), and a vellum Machzor written at Geneva in 
1394 (M/S. Heb. d. 40). 

Georgian MSS. are of extreme rarity, and the one now 
bought (J7S. Georg. e. 1) is the first acquired by the library: 
it is a translation of, and commentary on, Dionysius Thrax, 
and is of the 18th cent. 

The Burmese MS. (A/S. Burm. 6. 1) is a very fine copy of 
a collection of religious legends (Visati nipatavatthu) written 
on palm-leaves and enclosed in gilt boards: it came from King 
Theebaw’s library. 

Mention must also be made of 5 palimpsest leaves referenced 
as part of MS. Syr. c. 4, and containing unknown portions of 
the ‘ Jerusalem Syriac’ version of the Bible, which will shortly 
be published by the Rev. G. H. Gwilliam, B.D., in the Anecdota 
Oxoniensia. They contain portions of Numbers and of the 
Pauline Epistles, and are written in a hand of the type known 
as Palestinian, being probably not later than the 8th cent. The 
upper writing consists of parts of the Mishnah. 


Chief purchases of printed books.—The most important 
purchase of the year has been that of a copy of Anwykyll’s 
Compendium totius grammatice and Vulgaria quedam abf 
Terencio, a volume printed at Oxford about 1483. Of the 
Vulgaria copies existed in the Bodleian, the British Museum, 
and Cambridge University library; but of the first part of the 
volume (the Compendium) no copy but the present one was 
known. Even that has only 6 sheets out of an original 12, 
but at least two other leaves are in existence, and steps are 
being taken to obtain photolithographs of these. Anwykyll 
was master of the school attached by Waynflete to Magdalen 
College.

_ Accessions under the Copyright-Act. Among the peri- 
odical publications of the United Kingdom not the least 
numerous class is that of school-newspapers, which have a 
twofold interest as embodying the history of the institutions 
from which they proceed and containing the earliest records 
and writings of many who subsequently achieve distinction. 
Only a very few of these have hitherto reached the Bodleian, 
and an effort is being made to fill up the deficiency: in 1892 
59 additional publications of this class were forwarded in 
answer to claims. 

In very few cases has it been possible to obtain complete 
sets, but in some instances the best sets procurable have been 
purchased, while thanks are due to the editors or publishers 
of many papers—as the Blundellian, Bristol Grammar School 
Chronicle, Cholmeleian, Denstonian, Dovorian, Greyfriar, 
Herefordian, Highbury House Gazette, Huddersfield College 
Magazine, Lincoln Grammar School Magazine, Merchistonian, 
Oswestrian, Ousel, St. Edward’s School Chronicle, Seafordian, 
Sedberghian, and Taylorian—for presenting similar sets. 


Accession of other collections. Brasenose and Lincoln 
Colleges deposited their MSS. on the following terms :— 

1. The collection shall be kept separate and called by 
the name of the College. 

2. The loan shall be revocable by the College at any 
time. 

3. Nothing in the collection shall be recalled, temporarily 
or permanently, from the Bodleian, except by 
authority of a College meeting signified in writing 
to the Librarian or Curators of the Bodleian. 

4. The MSS. shall be treated with the same care and on 
exactly the same footing as Bodleian MSS., except 
that they shall not be sent over to the Radcliffe, and 
that all applications to borrow them shall be referred 
to the College for decision. 

5. The Bodleian shall not be responsible for loss or 
damage when reasonable care has been exercised. 

6. Any binding or repairs necessary at the time of 
transfer to put the MSS. ina state fit for readers’ 
use shall be done at the expense of the College in 
such manner as shall be agreed upon between the 
College Librarian and Bodley’s Librarian. But, 
so long as the collection remains in the Bodleian, 
all subsequent repairs shall be done by the Bodleian 
at its own expense. 

. The College shall have reasonable power of inspecting 
the collection. 

The Brasenose MSS. number 41 vols, the Lincoln MSS. 
164 vols. The MSS. of five colleges are now deposited in 
the Bodleian, the three other colleges being University (187), 
Jesus (146), and Hertford (39). They are kept in the rooms 
devoted to MSS., but in cases separate from those which 
contain Bodleian MSS.: the cases bear the college shields, 
and each volume is labelled with the name of its college, 
while each collection is annually verified. All these deposits 
have been made without any overture on the part of the 
Board of Curators or the Librarian.

Cataloguing of MSS. The number of MSS. catalogued (and 
with a few exceptions indexed) by Mr. Madan for the Sum- 
mary Catalogue was 1143, making a total of 2123 up to the 
end of 1892: he also treated 1613 MSS. by a cross-reference, 
making a total of 4935 so treated to the end of 1892. 
The total number of MSS. dealt with by him in the year 
was consequently 2756 (255 of these being new accessions, 
and the remainder belonging to sections D-K of the Rawlin- 
son collection, with some hitherto uncatalogued MSS. in the 
Brasenose and Lincoln College collections); making a total 
of 7065 MSS. up to the end of 1892. 19 more sheets of the 
catalogue were sent to press, and 2 more put in type: by 
the end of the year 16 advance-sheets had been placed on the 
reference-shelves. 

The new Hebrew MSS. were catalogued as usual by 
Dr. Neubauer. 

The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed 22 more 
MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these required 1170 
entries and 1434 index-slips. 

Mr. J. Hutt was occupied on the identification of the 
unbound Albany autographs. 

The printing of the Rawlinson D. catalogue, the catalogue 
of Armenian MSS., and the catalogue of the Turkish MSS. 
was continued, and advance-sheets of the first two were placed 
on the reference-shelves. 

Part of the arrears-grant from the Common University 
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Fund was devoted to the commencement of a calendar of 
the uncalendared charters and rolls. On this work Miss 
Ethel Hurlbatt (Somerville Hall), Mr. E. G. Hawke, B.A. 
(Wadham), the Rev. R. Langton Douglas, B.A. (New Coll.), 
and Mr. A. F. Pollard, B.A. (Jesus) were for various 
periods engaged. Sir Thomas Bodley’s title-deeds of the 
various Bodleian properties were first calendared, and after- 
wards the deeds left by the late Prof. Chandler, while the 
charters and rolls newly acquired during the year were 
similarly dealt with. The work thus executed was revised 
by Mr. G. Parker. 

Finally, the preparation was commenced of a new catalogue 
of the Arabic MSS. contained in the old Uri-Nicoll catalogue 
—this being undertaken by Dr. Neubauer. Dr. Netbauer’s 
other work prevented him from doing more than commence 
the task in 1892, but the thanks of the Curators are due 
to Prof. Margoliouth for having assisted the work by 
recataloguing, as a labour of love, a large number of the 
Muhammadan MSS., and to Mr. G. W. Thatcher, B.A., 
for similarly recataloguing some of the Christian ones. 
The Arabic MSS. not included in the Uri-Nicoll catalogue 
have already been catalogued by Prof. Ethé. 


Indexing of MSS. The index to the Summary Catalogue 
of MSS. was made available for readers, the slips being 
arranged by Sweatman. 

Handlisting of MSS. The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian or (under his supervision) 
Mr. Hutt, the latter compiling the handlists for the Brasenose 
and Lincoln College collections. 

When the handlisting of all unhandlisted collections of 
MSS. (excluding loose charters and papers) was undertaken in 
1890, any deficiencies known or discovered in those handlists 
which already existed were at the same time remedied. Since 
then, additional deficiencies of this kind have been from time 
to time discovered and dealt with. In 1892, 11 additional 
Rawlinson MSS. were found in a position in which they had 
probably been misplaced a long time ago, and were handlisted 
by Mr. Hutt as MSS. Rawlinson I. The handlists of MSS. 
Rawlinson D. and J. were found to be unfinished and were 
completed, the former (27 additional vols.) by Mr. Hutt, the 
latter (75 additional vols.) by Mr. Parker, who arranged and 
sent to the binder the large masses of unbound papers in this 
collection. Various small omissions have also been found, 
either during the process of rearranging certain rooms or 
during that of counting for the Visitation, and the instruc- 
tions with regard to the latter have been made so strict that 
probably hardly any further omissions in the old handlists 
remain to be discovered. 

The unbound papers known as ‘Indian reports’ were 
arranged by Mr. Macray, handlisted by Mr. A. H. Kebby, 
and bound: they formed 16 vols. | 

Mr. Hutt arranged for binding the majority of the loose 
Pococke papers. 

The Librarian took in hand the remaining fragments of 
Oriental MSS., amounting to between one and two hundred, 
mostly Arabic, after the nature of each fragment had been 
described by Prof. Margoliouth: of these he handlisted &c. 
about 70, the rest remaining to be dealt with in 1893. Pro- 
bably during the preparation of the new catalogue of Arabic 
MSS. many of them will be identified as belonging to MSS. 
already in the library. 

Cataloguing of printed books. 17092 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the catalogue. The number 
would have been considerably larger, but that the illness of 


one third of the staff at the beginning of the year, a temporary 
reduction in the number of under-assistants, and the amount 
of work done in handlisting and referencing arrears, combined 
to diminish the current work accomplished. 

The Douce fragments of Caxtons were catalogued by Mr. 
W. H. Allnutt. 

Under the special grant for work on arrears 733 vols. were 
catalogued: these consisted chiefly of 247 vols. in the Music- 
school library, catalogued by Hughes, and 456 vols. of direc- 
tories catalogued by Mr. A. W. L. Whitbread. Mr. R. G. C. 
Proctor also completed the special catalogue of incunabula. so 
far as the general catalogue supplied the necessary references: 
he subsequently found it necessary, however, to examine the 
books on the shelves, and discovered a considerable number 
entirely uncatalogued—but by the end of the year most of 
these had been catalogued. He also made from the general 
catalogue a partial rough-list (letters N-Z) of all the English 
books in the library printed up to 1640: this has been 
placed on the reference-shelves. 5; 


Handlisting and referencing of printed books. The follow- 
ing are the principal arrears worked off as part of ordinary 
duty. Mr. G. W. Wheeler referenced and handlisted about 
250 vols. of Bohn’s libraries. Mr. Kebby referenced 611 and 
handlisted 575 vols.—chiefly Hebrew periodicals. Mr. Hutt 
referenced 45 and handlisted 49 vols. Bennett referenced 
3311 vols. of blue-books and handlisted 3525; referenced and 
handlisted 63 miscellaneous vols. ; and handlisted 794 Bibles. 

Under the special grant for work on arrears the following 
work was also done. Mr. W. R. Sims referenced 2636 
vols. of periodicals and handlisted 1289. Mr. Whitbread 
referenced and handlisted 2132 vols. of directories. Gibson 
referenced 784 vols. of blue-books and handlisted 885; he 
also referenced and handlisted 124 vols. of Oriental and 119 
of dramatic periodicals. Hunt referenced 834 vols. of blue- 
books and handlisted 801; he also referenced 47 vols. of 
directories and handlisted 249. Simmonds referenced and 
handlisted 367 vols. of publishing societies and 283 Bibles. 
And Hughes referenced 368 vols. of bibliographical periodi= 
cals and handlisted 267. 


Cataloguing of music. 2833 slips were transcribed for 
insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. \ 

The subject-catalogue of printed books. The preparation 
of this catalogue was continued, and a large number of ac- 
cumulated slips presenting special difficulty were referenced : 
the use of the catalogue made by readers was greater than in 
any previous year. 


Binding. All the MSS. which, in the course of preparing 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS. were found to require 
binding or repair, were so dealt with. Each of the Digby, 
e Museo, and Pococke adds. rolls had a separate box made for 
it. A large number of additional papers were inserted in the 
Oxon Archdeaconry collection. And 20 more volumes of the 
Carte calendar were bound and placed on the reference-shelves. 

With the aid of a grant of £250 from Convocation, the 
binding of the Ordnance-maps was continued. About 170¢0 
were strongly bound in 346 vols., together with 60 vols. of 
area-books. They included various town-maps and the shires 
of Cambridge, Devon, Gloucester, Kent, Leicester, Lincola, 
Norfolk, Northampton, Somerset, Suffolk, and Surrey, together 
with all the corresponding area-books except those of Kent, 
which were already bound. There still remained, however, 
8 English, 12 Welsh, and “18 Scottish countics, finished and 
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waiting to be bound, together with about 100 vols. of 
Ordnance quarter-sheet county-maps, about 30 vols. of 
English and the same number of French Admiralty charts, 
and a large number of loose maps: towards the binding 
of these a second year’s grant of £250 from Convocation 
will be available. 


Arrangement of rooms. A grant of 4100 was received 

from Convocation for shelving: with this amount cases for 
folios were put in the remaining windows of the Music-School, 
the print-case in the Philosophy-School was completed, 
shelving was erected on the staircase above the Old School, 
2 new cases for Bibliography were put at the Arts end, 
% new window-cases were placed under the Camera gallery, 
and 2 new wall-cases in the gallery itself. Great progress was 
made with the fitting up of the basement of the Sheldonian 
from the special grant voted some years ago. In addition, 
the shelving in the Rawlinson room was carried to the ceiling ; 
moveable shelving (accommodating a greater number of 
volumes) was substituted for a large number of rough fixed 
shelves in the Oriental printed book room, and Hebrew 
annexe, and on the adjoining stairs; and some new cases 
were made for the Ashmolean room, Hebrew annexe, and 
basement of the Radcliffe Camera. 
- As a result of the increase of space thus obtained, the 
Rawlinson Essex MSS. and Rawlinson Oriental MSS., 
together with the same donor's printed books, were brought, 
in “accordance with his will, into the Rawlinson room. The 
floor of the Auctarium and the Ashmolean room were more 
conveniently arranged, and the Ashmole rolls and. Dugdale 
MSS. were brought back into the latter. The current growing 
section of ‘Malone additions’ was removed from the over- 
crowded Tanner-Malone room on to the staircase below, and 
the Tanner MSS. were brought into the empty shelves to join 
the rest of the Tanner collection. The room under this was 
given up to the Hebrew department, which had long required 
additional space ; and the entire department was more con- 
veniently arranged. The overcrowded sections of Bibliography 
and Arts and Industries were spread out, and the Montagu 
portraits added to the prints in the Philosophy-school. The 
entire body of newspapers and directories in the Sheldonian 
was arranged; thither also were brought all the English 
blue-books and some thousands of volumes of fiction ; while 
in the space thus set free in the Bodleian the 8000 Pipe-office 
rolls were temporarily stored—pending arrangements for their 
final disposition. 


THE, COIN-COLLECTION 


Donations of coins. By the will of the Rev. Greville J. 
Chester, B.A., who died on May 23, no fewer than 442 coins 
were added to the Bodleian collection. Of these 16 were gold, 
2 electrum, and 245 silver. About one half are Greek, Roman, 
or Byzantine: the bulk of the remainder are mediaeval 
Italian or Levantine. This is the fourth successive year in 
which a gift of several hundred coins from Mr. Chester has 
been recorded, and in the history of the Bodleian collec- 
tion his name will always be memorable. Although that 
collection is the second largest in the empire, it has been 
formed almost entirely by donations: consequently it has 
little beyond what its particular benefactors cared to collect, 
and its deficiencies in certain classes of coins are extraordinary 
in relation to its size. While Mr. Chester’s generosity notably 
enriched it in those classes of ancient coins in which it was 


comparatively strong, he may almost be said to have created 
its mediaeval Italian and Levantine sections. 

From E. L. Hussey, Esq., F.R.C.S., various gifts have been 
received, comprising a gold coin of Mahmud II, a penny of 
Cnut, a penny of Mary I, and 53 English, Irish, or colonial 
copper pieces from William III downwards. 

Of the remaining donations the most important have been 
from C. W. C. Oman, Esq., M.A., who gave 30 4: pieces, of 
which 23 were coins of ancient Smyrna. 


Donation of war-medals. The collection of war-medals 
was increased, out of the balance of the special grant from 
the Common University Fund, by the purchase of the 1885 
Suakin medal. 


Donations of other medals. The Corporation of the City 
of London presented their medal commemorating the German 
Emperor’s visit to the City in 1891. 


Arrangement, The Librarian incorporated a large number 
of Asiatic Greek, Carthaginian, and Numidian coins, and also 
the English copper coins from James I to George III, and 
put these sections into a consultable state. 


The picture-gallery. Four more pictures were repaired 
and cleaned by Messrs. Dyer, of Orchard St., Portman square, 
and the cost (£27 18s.) was defrayed by a grant of Convoca- 
tion. 

The collection of architectural modeis has been increased 
by a bequest of wax models of the Church of S. Mary the 
Virgin, Salisbury Cathedral, and Westminster Abbey. These 
were received from the executors of the late Miss Jane Maurice. 


The permanent staff. Messrs. J. Hutt and A. H. Kebby, 
both Non-Collegiate students, who had been under-assistants 
for nearly 8 and 10 years respectively, were appointed assistants 


| at yearly salaries of £90. 


Financial summary: The year opened with a balance of 
£219 tos. 3d.; but of this £115 125. 5d. wasa balance from the 
special grant for work on arrears, and of the general balance 
of £103 17s. 10d. a sum of £48 gs. 1d. belonged to the MS. 
reserve fund. 

The staff-expenses were apparently £147 above those of 
1891, but this is mainly due to the fact that the visitors’ fees 
received by the janitors (amounting last year to £142) are 
now for the first time brought into the balance-sheet. The 
law-expenses were chiefly those of the prosecution referred 
to in the report for last year. None of the other items of 
expenditure, when compared with those of former years, 
call for remark. 

The year closed with a balance of £245 12s. 7d., but of this 
4121 7s. was a balance from the arrears-grant, and out of the 
balance of £124 5s. 7d. which remains £101 Ios. 7d. is due to 
the MS. reserve fund. .. ... 

All Souls’ was still unable to make any contribution to the 
funds of the library, but for a 6th successive year the very 
generous donation of £100 by an unnamed member of the 
College was received from the Warden, and enabled many 
rare and interesting books to be purchased, while the kind 
responses of the Delegates of the Common Fund and of 
Convocation to the appeals made to them on behalf of the 
library have caused an appreciable reduction of the long- 
standing arrears of work and of the many embarrassments 
which such arrears produce.

The Shelley donation.—The year will always be memorable 
for the donation of the Shelley collection, one of the most 
important gifts received by the library for many years. 
It was made by Jane, Lady Shelley, the poet’s daughter-in- 
law, and consisted partly of volumes given under conditions 
as to inspection and copying which had been accepted by the 
Curators in 1892, but chiefly of volumes given unconditionally. 

The former section consists of MS. letters of Shelley, his 
second wife, and others, together with two printed volumes— 
which contain the journal-book of Shelley and his second wife, 
letters from and to them, and other biographical documents. 

The latter section, of which, agreeably to Lady Shelley’s 
wishes, a considerable part is permanently exhibited in the 
library, consists of 10 autograph MSS. of the poet’s, 3 volumes 
of his printed works, the Sophocles found in his hand after 
death, and two copies of portraits of him. 


The Radcliffe collection.— When the Radcliffe library, now 
at the University Museum, was founded, and the Radcliffe 
‘camera’ erected for its reception, its scope was meant to be 
quite general ; not until the present century was it special- 
ized for natural science. The collections of Oriental MSS. 
belonging to that library were deposited in the Bodleian 
in 1872 by the Radcliffe Trustees, and the Trustees have 
now presented to the Bodleian § transcripts of Coptic MSS., 
and 766 printed volumes which had no special connexion with 
natural science. Of the printed volumes 482 were published 
in the United Kingdom, 88 in France, 85 in Holland, 47 in 
Italy, 40 in Germany, 15 in Belgium, and 9g in other countries, 
none being duplicates of volumes already in the Bodleian. 


This very important addition to the library will be kept as 
a distinct collection. 


Miscellaneous donations of MSS.—The other principal 
donors of MSS. have been the Rev. Andrew Clark, M.A., 
who has given numerous volumes of antiquarian collections ; 
T. M. Davenport, Esq., M.A., who gave 4 vols. relating to 
various University matters between 1692 and 1786; the Rev. 
S. Baronian, who gave an anti-Jewish treatise in Armenian ; 
and the Rev. W. J. Guerrier, M.A., who gave an Arabic MS. 


on Samaritan history. 


Chief donations of printed books.—The most important 
gift of the year was once more from E. M. Satow, Esq., C.M.G., 
Her Majesty’s Minister in Morocco, who presented nearly 
thirty volumes relating to South America.

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The Irish MSS. (A7S'S. Ir. e. 3, 45 f- 1) consisted of volumes 
of ‘ Ossianic’ poems and romantic stories.

Testament by Clarendon, written about 1648 (J/S. Clarendon 
138*). A pedigree of Browne Willis and his wife (J/S. 
Willis 112). A translation by Gough, in 1751, of all except 
one of Terence’s plays (J7S. Lat. class. c. 1). The collections 
of Dr. Shippen, sometime Principal of Brasenose Coll: and 
Vice-Chancellor, ranging from c.

The most curious Latin MS. was a Brigittine Collectarius 
of the 15th cent., with some Swedish rubrics (47S. Lat. liturg. 
e. 4), believed to be the only ancient MS. of Swedish origin 
which the library possesses. A volume of private prayers 
(MS. Lat. liturg. f. 9) mainly executed in France in the early 
15th cent. for a lady named Katerine, but with an English 
calendar, is interesting both for its contents and because it 
has been supposed to have been executed for the queen of 
Henry V: the illumination, however, is not so fine as inf that 
event might have been expected. But neither of these. pur- 
chases compares in historical importance with that of five 
volumes containing a collection of about 350 charters, mostly 
with seals, relating to Goring Priory, and ranging from the 
reign of Henry II to that of Henry VIII (VS. charters, 
Oxon d. 1-5). 

Various fragments of Greek papyri of the Byzantine pAriod 
were purchased, the most important being part of a deg¢d of 
sale executed at Apollinopolis Magna (Edfu) in the #eign 
of Tiberius II and Anastasia (578-82). This fragment (47S. 
Gr. class. a. 2 (P)) contains more or less of the last 62 lines 
of the deed, and is an excellent specimen of the notarial 
hand from which the minuscule of the gth cent. vellum MSS. 
was developed. 

Of the Hebrew MSS. the following may be mentioned. 
A very large and fine vellum MS., written at Rothenburg on 
the Tauber in 1308, of Midrash Yalkut on the Pentateuch 
(7S. Heb. 6.6). An Aramaic marriage-contract of the year 
956, the earliest known dated specimen of cursive Hebrew 
writing. Anda Persian deed of the year 1021 in Hebrew 
characters. 

A prettily ornamented Pali MS. on palm-leaves written in 
the Siamese Pali character was purchased (J7S. Pali a. 31), 
together with a manuscript written in the ordinary Siamese 
character (A7S. Siam. c. 1): it is very rarely that Siamese 
MSS. of any kind occur for purchase. 

A Syriac MS. of the Catholic Epistles written in India 
in 1734 was acquired (J7S. Syr. e. 6), and two additional 
palimpsest leaves containing unknown fragments of the 
‘Jerusalem Syriac’ version of the Old Testament. 


The Aethiopic MS. purchased was an abundantly illu- 
minated life of the saint Takla Haimanot (J7S. Aeth. c. 3), 
probably executed in the 17th cent. The library, although 
well known for its collection of Aethiopic MSS., had not 
hitherto numbered among them any choice specimen of 
illumination. This MS. has also an historical interest as 
containing the autographs of eight of the captives whose 
detention caused the Abyssinian war. 

The Chinese MS. (7S. Chin. c. 15) was an account of the 
Maout-ze tribe on the N.-W. frontier of China, with abundant 
pictorial representations of their manners and customs. 

And the Japanese MS. (7S. Fap. c. 1) consisted of an old 
and finely executed series of 40 legendary paintings, each 
measuring about 1 x 1} ft. 


Purchase of special facsimiles of MSS.—By the kind 
permission of Earl Fitzwilliam a manuscript of extreme interest 
for the history of the earlier University library has been 
photographed. 

In 1873-9 the Early English Text Society published ‘ from 
the unique MS. in Colchester Castle’ an edition of a 15th 
cent. English verse translation of Palladius De ve rustica. In 
1886 the Bodleian bought the 15th cent. MS. from which this 
edition was made. But in the Athenaeum of Nov. 17, 1888, 
attention was called by Mr. H. J. Moule to the fact that 
Lord Fitzwilliam possessed the translator’s own dedication- 
copy addressed to Humfrey, Duke of Gloucester, and con- 
taining dedicatory verses which refer to the gifts made by 
the duke to the library of Oxford University. This MS. 
Lord Fitzwilliam lent in 1893 to the Bodleian, where it was 
photographed by the Clarendon Press. 

The name of the translator is nowhere found, but he was 
a Cleric, who says that he and his had been oppressed for 
ten years by some one who still kept from him ‘in effect’ his 
church and all his good; and that he had been taught metre 
by the duke. It is clear that he had been specially com- 
missioned to execute this work, but he had only pledged 
himself to the first of the thirteen books of which his poem 
is composed: apparently he sent to his patron each book as 
soon as finished. His mention in the dedication of the fact 
that the duke had given the University 130 books shows 
that the work was not begun before Nov. 1439*, and his 
omission to record the gift of Feb. 25, 144? almost proves 
that he finished it before the latter date. He likewise seems 
familiar with the interior of the University library; for he 
describes the duke’s books as stored ‘In deskis xii... as half 
a strete. The metre is quite sound, and the use of final e 
carefully regulated—features which point to his being a man 
of at least middle age. 


It is barely credible that the name of the author of this 
poem of between six and seven thousand lines should not 
have been perpetuated by other poetical works, and the 
Librarian suggests that he was the John Waltwn, Waltoun, 
or Walton who in 1410f translated Boethius de Consolatione 
Philosophiae into English verse for Elisabet Berkeley, employ- 
ing in part the same stanza in which the Palladius is written. 
Oxford MSS. of the Boethius call him ‘ capellanum Johannem’ 
and ‘ nuper canonicum de Oseneye’, and the style ‘capellanum’ 
suggests that he may have been the chaplain of the University, 
who at that time was also University librarian.

A comparison of the facsimile of the Fitzwilliam MS. 
with the MS. previously in the Bodleian seems to show that 
the latter represents the author’s unfinished draft of a new 
edition, prepared after Duke Humfrey’s death. The phrase- 
ology has been much altered, the dedicatory verses omitted, 
and the laudatory epilogues to the different books either left 
out or shorn of all allusion to the duke; but the gaps made 
in the metre by this latter process have not yet been filled 
up. The text of the later copy has also been accidentally 
mutilated in other places. 

The remarkable value of this poem as a carefully written 
monument of the educated Oxford dialect of 1440, and as 
a storehouse of the agricultural vocabulary of this part of 
England, leads the Librarian to hope that the exceptionally 
inaccurate printed edition of the imperfect revision of it may 
soon be replaced by a parallel-text edition of both MSS., 
which, by Lord Fitzwilliam’s kindness in allowing his own to 
be photographed, can now be prepared in the Bodleian.

Mention must also be made of two horn-books of the time 
of Charles II, with a thistle stamped on the back of each, and 
therefore evidently printed for use in Scotland ; together with 
a thick ‘battledore’ of the horn-book shape, éemp. George III. 


Finally, there was bought a collection of 469 Icelandic 
grafskriptir, ranging from 1823 to 1892. These are funeral- 
broadsheets, generally containing brief particulars relating to 
the deceased and suitable poetry. The collection was sent 
from Iceland, with a consignment of ponies, to a Glasgow 
merchant, who offered it to the Bodleian: it may be doubted 
whether any equally extensive collection is to be found out 


k of Iceland. 
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Purchase of prints.— A few 15th cent. prints were also 
purchased from the special catalogue issued by Rosenthal of 
Munich. Among them is a sheet of five small coloured 
woodcuts—the Visitation of the Virgin, the Virgin (crowned) 
and Child, the Virgin and Child in glory, St. Katharine with 
sword and wheel, and a monstrance. These were obviously 
meant to be cut off and used separately, and ° Schreiber 
states that they were employed chiefly for the illustration 
of calendars: their place of origin is probably Augsburg, and 
their date about 1490. The remaining prints were a block- 
printed Munich indulgence of 1482—attributed to Conrad 
Dinckmut—and a single page of prayers ‘Pro exulibus 
animabus,’ illustrated with a coloured woodcut of an angel 
lifting souls out of the flames—the printing of which is 
attributed to Kunne von Duderstadt of Memmingen. 


Cataloguing of MSS.—The number of MSS. catalogued 
(and with a few exceptions indexed) by Mr. Madan for the 
Summary Catalogue was 936, making a total of 3059 up to 
the end of 1893: he also treated 365 MSS. by a cross- 
reference, making a total of 5300 so treated to the end of 
1893. The total number of MSS. dealt with by him in the 
year was consequently 1301 (140 of these being new accessions, 
and the remainder belonging to sections K—P of the Rawlinson 
collection, and the Clarendon, Dawkins, Willis, and Bridges 
collections); making a total of 8359 MSS. up to the end of 
1893. 15 more sheets of the catalogue were passed by him 
for press, and 1 more was put in type: by the end of the year 
34 advance-sheets had been placed on the reference-shelves. 

The new Hebrew MSS. were catalogued as usual by 
Dr. Neubauer. 

The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed 46 more 
MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these required g1o 
entries and 1446 index-slips. 

Mr. J. Hutt was occupied on the identification of the 
unbound Albany autographs. 

The printing of the Rawlinson D. catalogue, the catalogue 
of Armenian MSS., and the catalogue of the Turkish MSS. 
was continued, and advance-sheets were placed on the 


reference-shelves. A first volume, embracing nos. 1-860, of the’ 


Rawlinson D. catalogue was published by the Clarendon Press. 

Part of the arrears-grant from the Common University Fund 
was again spent on calendaring the uncalendared charters and 
rolls. On this work Miss Ethel Hurlbatt and Mr. E. G. 
Hawke, B.A., were engaged, and calendared 162 documents. 
Part of the work thus executed was revised by Mr. G. Parker. 

Finally, the thanks of the Curators and of the University 
are due to Prof. Margoliouth for having recatalogued, as 
a labour of love, a large number of the Muhammadan MSS. 


which are to be included in the new edition of the catalogue 
of Arabic MSS. 


Indexing of MSS.—The index to the Summary Catalogue 
of MSS. was made available for readers, the slips being 
arranged by the under-assistant Sweatman. 


Handlisting of MSS.—The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian or under his direction. 
He also arranged, handlisted, and sent to the binder large 
numbers of loose papers belonging to various collections, and 
referenced and directed the binding of all the charters and 
rolls catalogued under the arrears-grant in 1892. 

Mr. Macray arranged considerable numbers of loose papers 
and fragments in the Pococke, Rawlinson, and Piggott col- 
lections, which were then handlisted. 


52 vols. of the Piggott collection were handlisted, and for 
the most part previously arranged, by the under-assistant 
Gibson, who likewise handlisted all the volumes relating to 
Rawlinson’s bequest of coins, medals, seals, and rings. 

Finally, Mr. W. T. French, Ball. Coll. formerly an under- 
assistant, referenced in the special printed catalogue 1944 of 
the Pipe-Office Rolls. 


Cataloguing of printed books.—About 16118 slips were 
transcribed for insertion in-each copy of the catalogue: the 
pressure of other work caused the transcription of large 
numbers of slips to be deferred till 1894. 

Mr Allnutt revised about 400 catalogue-slips written in 
1892 for early-printed fragments, and 91 vols. of old arrears 
were catalogued. 

Under the special grant for work on arrears Mr. R. G. C. 
Proctor, B.A., completed the catalogue of incunabula, together 
with a list of 15th century printers, giving a chronological 
clew to the arrangement of the catalogue, a list of the 
numbers in Hain and Campbell’s bibliographies represented 
in the catalogue, and a statistical table of the Bodleian 
incunabula. From this last it appears that on May 26 there 
were in the library 4832 separate books printed in the 15th 
cent., besides 605 duplicates, and 172 fragments. Of these, 
excluding duplicates, there were 57 books and 12 fragments 
printed at Westminster, 9 books and 8 fragments printed at 
Oxford (the second English city in which the art was 
employed), 27 books and 13 fragments printed in London, 
4 books and 3 fragments printed at S. Alban’s, and 5 un- 
attributed prints. Under the same grant Mr. Proctor also 
catalogued about 200 English proclamations. 

Under a special grant from the Delegates of the Common 
University Fund he likewise carried back from the beginning 
of N to the beginning of H the rough list of British and 
Irish books in the library printed after 1500 and before 1641 : 
he also compiled the article ‘Elizabeth’ for this catalogue. 
Having become an assistant in the British Museum, he was 
unable to complete the catalogue, but before the end of the 
year some progress had been made by other special assistants 
with the remaining letters, A-G. 


Handlisting and referencing of printed books.—The fol- 
lowing are the principal arrears worked off as part of ordinary 
duty. Mr. Wheeler handlisted 154 vols. and referenced 188. 
Mr. Hutt handlisted 1485 and referenced 618. Mr. Kebby 
handlisted 104 and referenced 56. The under-assistant Eden 
also newly handlisted and referenced the 421 vols. known as 
‘Libri Hungarici,’ of which the former references and hand- 
list were very unsatisfactory. 

Under the special grant for work on arrears Mr. Sims 
referenced 1635 vols. of periodicals and handlisted 767: he 
also referenced and handlisted 203 vols. and 3565 parts of 
railway-guides. This work was done in overtime. 


Cataloguing of music.—About 3542 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. 


Arrangement of drawings and prints.— Mr, Hutt arranged 
for binding, and handlisted, 4 volumes of loose Gough 
drawings and some hundreds of loose Gough prints, all of 
which had come into the library as far back as 1809: they 
have now been bound or furnished with proper cases, 


The subject-catalogue of printed books.—The preparation 
of this catalogue was continued, and the remainder of the 
accumulated slips presenting special difficulty was almost 
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worked through: the use of the catalogue made by readers 
again exceeded that of any previous year. 


Binding.—All the MSS. which, in the course of preparing 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS., or of handlisting, were 
found to require binding or repair, were so dealt with. Nearly 
30 additional folio volumes were provided for charters and 
rolls. A further instalment of the Hultzsch Sanskrit MSS. 
was bound, and the binding of the Carte calendar was nearly 
finished. 

The Radcliffe Trustees having decided that the collections 
of Oriental MSS. deposited by them in the library should be 
put in proper repair at their cost, 140 MSS. of the Fraser 
collection were thus repaired during the year. 

With the aid of the special grant of £250 from Convocation, 
the binding of the Ordnance-maps was continued. About 
17000 were strongly bound in 340 vols. together with 48 
vols. of area-books. They included various town-maps, the 
English shires of Hereford, Hunts, Northumberland, Rutland, 
Salop, Staffs, Sussex, Warwick, Worcester, Wilts; the Welsh 
shires of Anglesey, Brecon, Cardigan, Caermarthen, Caer- 
narvon, Denbigh, Flint, Montgomery, Pembroke, and Radnor ; 
and all the corresponding area-books published. There still 
remained, however, a sufficient number of Ordnance-maps to 
fill about 400 volumes—without of course counting uncom- 
pleted series—and these cannot be bound except at a further 
cost of nearly £300. 


Arrangement of rooms.—By a grant from Convocation, 
two specially deep and strong cases were erected on the 
floor of the Logic School to receive the Pipe-Office rolls 
presented to the library in 1892, together with other rolls 
for which there was no proper accommodation. At the same 
time additional shelving was fitted up in the basement of the 
Sheldonian theatre, and a large part of the modern fiction 
removed thither. 

The result of this accession of space in the Logic School 
was that for the first time within the present Librarian’s 
tenure of office, and probably within a much longer period, 
the Bodleian building contained sufficient proper shelving for 
the books within its walls; and advantage was taken of this 
opportunity to. carry out certain plans approved by the 
Curators, which for want of such shelving were previously 
incapable of being executed. The contents of the Oriental 
printed book room already more than filled the shelving con- 
tained in the room, while there was no possibility of carrying 
the overflow into either of the next rooms. In the same 
way the growing collection of Bibles and Prayer-books was 
placed between two rooms neither of which would be available 
for its ultimate extension. These sections were accordingly 
removed into the Gough wing (the miscellaneous periodicals 
being transferred to the Logic School in order to make room 
for them), and their places were taken by the Godwyn, 
Mortara, Hope, and Montagu collections, and by various 
sections of the library which were either ‘ closed’ or capable 
of being closed. The result of these changes was to form 
a group of rooms containing a large number of miscellaneous 
collections in order of date; to secure those collections from 
all risk of having to be moved elsewhere at any future time 
owing to the increase of the library; to bring all the growing 
collections of printed books on the first floor into the same 
wing; and to provide room for their extension for a very 
considerable number of years. 

On the same principle the duplicates and the growing 
section of Numismatics were transferred to the Gough wing, 


and the small room, leading out of the picture-gallery, which 
contained them was completely filled with the Marshall, 
Crynes, and St. Amand collections, and with other ‘closed’ 
sections of the library. 


Some of these sections had been transferred from the 
gallery of the greatly overcrowded Law-room, and by shelv- 
ing the unneeded central opening in each block on the floor 
additional space for about 2400 vols. was gained: the entire 
room was then restored to order, and considerable space left 
for future accessions. By the same expedient for obtaining 
additional shelving, relief was given to the overcrowded 
collection of music in the Music-school, and more space was 
obtained for the Ordnance-maps in the Map-room, which 
was for the first time brought into reasonably good order. 
The very large collection of Indian blue-books which were 
crowded in double rows into the gallery of this latter room 
were removed to the Logic-school, where proper accommoda- 
tion was given to them and to the similar collections relating 
to various other countries. 


By these and one or two minor changes almost all pressure 
in the Bodleian building was relieved, and in most cases for 
a sensible period. An exception must be made, however, 
as regards the sections of Bibliography and Palaeography: 
these must be kept as far as possible where they are easily 
accessible both to the staff and to readers, but there is almost 
no space left for their extension in the present reading-room. 


The arrangement of the overcrowded Radcliffe Camera 
was in progress throughout the year. The gallery and lower 
reading-room were got into order, and a small part of the 
basement, when a stoppage occurred for want of space. 
Many thousands of volumes were then transferred to ground- 
floor rooms in the Bodleian—the chief sections moved being 
Sermons, Private Prayers, Religious Poetry, and Religious 
Fiction—and the work of arrangement was continued. 


THE COIN-COLLECTION. 


Chief donations of coins.—A very important gift was 
received from E. L. Hussey, Esq., F.R.C.S., who presented all 
those of his gold and silver British coins of which the Bodleian 
did not already possess good specimens. These were 95 in 
number, 4 of them being gold, and ranged from William I or IT 
to Victoria. He also gave a gold coin of Philip V of Spain, 
a gold coin of John V of Portugal, and 5 English silver 
tokens—together with all his English brass or copper tokens 
not already represented in the Bodleian: it has not, however, 
been possible to ascertain as yet the extent of this last gift. 


27 British coins of various metals, ranging from Edward III 
to George III, were received from the Librarian. 


Finally a most interesting collection of 37 assignats of the 
French Revolution was presented by the Misses Swann: of 
this paper-money the Bodleian had scarcely any specimens. 


Donations of war-medals.—The collection of war-medals 
was increased, out of the balance of the special grant from 
the Common University Fund, by the purchase of the Ist 
Afghan war Cabul medal, the Punjab medal for Chilianwala 
and Goojerat, and the Canton and Fatshan medal. 


Donations of other medals.—A silver medal struck in 
commemoration of the Columbian celebration was presented 
through Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Madrid by the Dele- 
gate-General of the Historico-American Exhibition. 
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Chief purchases.—23 Gaulish A® and a few others were 
bought at auction for £1 4s., and 62 Anglo-Saxon stycas for 
42 8s. The guinea of 1785 and the two-pound piece of 1823 
were purchased privately. And the Mint supplied at cost 
price the imperial and colonial coins struck by it in 1891 
and 1892. 


Arrangement and cataloguing, &c.—Mr. Oman brought 
almost to completion his catalogue of the Anglo-Saxon coins. 
The Librarian arranged provisionally for consultation all the 
unarranged English coins from William I to Philip and Mary, 
702 in number, dividing them under each reign, as far as was 
practicable, by towns and moneyers as well as by value. 
With the help of Mr. Hutt he sorted 252 coins of Elizabeth 
to Charles I for arrangement in 1894. And under his direc- 
tion Mr. Hutt arranged by date and value 1133 unarranged 
coins from the Commonwealth to George III. 


Personnel.—On Oct. 1 the Curators suffered the loss by 
death of one of their own number, the Rev. B. Jowett, Master 
of Balliol, and Regius Professor of Greek, who in the latter 
capacity had been an ex officio member of their Board since 
1855. On Oct. 28 the Curators unanimously passed the 
following resolution :—‘ The Curators on the occasion of their 
first ordinary meeting after the death of their colleague, the 
late Regius Professor of Greek, desire to place on record their 
recognition of the valuable services rendered to the Library 


by Professor Jowett. During the 38 years of his curatorship 
he has devoted himself with unabated zeal to the affairs of 
the Library, and energetically promoted all plans intended to 
perfect its organization and extend its usefulness. His active 
and conciliatory co-operation will long be missed in the 
future deliberations of the Board.’ 

It may be mentioned that the gift of the Shelley collection 
had been offered through Prof. Jowett, and that his last visit 
to the Library was made on June 13, when Lady Shelley, 
accompanied by him, presented the collection. 

The ex officio curatorship which became vacant by Prof, 
Jowett’s death was filled by the appointment of Mr. Bywater 
to the Professorship. As Prof. Bywater had previously been 
an elected Curator, a vacancy for an elected Curator was thus 
created, and had not been filled before the end of the year. 


Financial summary.—The year opened with a balance of 
4245 12s. 7da.; but of this £121 7s. was a balance from the 
special grant for work on arrears, and of the general balance 
of £124 5s. 7d. a sum of #101 10s. 7d. belonged to the MS. 
reserve-fund. 

The year closed with a balance of 4181 145. 4d.; but of this 
£82 2s. 6d. were balances from special grants from the Common 
University Fund, and out of the balance of £99 11s. 10d. which 
remains £96 5s. 5d. belongs to the MS. reserve-fund. 

All Souls’ was still unable to make any contribution to the 
funds of the library, but special grants from the Delegates of 
the Common Fund and from Convocation enabled arrears of 
various kinds to be further reduced.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CURATORS OF THE BODLEIAN LIBRARY. 


Tue Curators of the Bodleian library, having received the following report from the Librarian and

By the Persian Zoroastrian Amelioration Society, Bombay. 
An almost unique copy, brought from Persia, and in the 
modern Persian character, of the Desatir, a Parsi work 
written in a singular compound dialect. This was presented 
through the Rev. Dr. L. H. Mills (A7S. Pers. d. 27). 

By Mr. R. W. Raper, M.A. A black stone paperweight, 
in form of a book, the broad sides engraved with Psalm 130 
in Arabic (Arad. inscr. g. 1). 

By the Rev. S. Baronian. 
fragment. 

By Prof. Bywater. A roll, signed ‘ Johannes,’ of Latin and 
English verses for the 1639 anniversary of Gunpowder Plot 
(ZS. Lat. misc. f. 16 (R) ). 


Chief donations of printed books.—Numerous gifts were 
received from Prof. Bywater, the Rev. Andrew Clark, M.A., 
the Rev. Dr. S. C. Malan (Oriental), the Rev. E. Marshall, 
M.A., Prof. F. Max Miiller (partly Oriental), Prof. Sir F. 
Pollock (Oriental), and the Librarian of Oriel Coll. 

The Spenser Society gave nos. 3-47 of the Society’s first 
series, and 20 vols. relating to New South Wales were received 
from the Governmentof that colony through the Society of Arts.

Miscellaneous donations.—The late Miss Elizabeth Harriot 
Hudson, the biographer of Louisa, Queen of Prussia, be- 
queathed a miniature of that queen enclosed in a gold 
and turquoise bracelet, given to her by the German Emperor 
Wilhelm I, with a letter from the German Ambassador con- 


veying the gift. The miniature is exhibited in a case below 
the portrait of Napoleon. 

The Marquis of Huntly presented a cast, which is exhibited 
in the picture-gallery, of the sculptured Pictish march-stone, 
bearing an inscription in the ogam alphabet, which stands in 
his park at Aboyne—one of a small number of inscribed 
stones which throw light on the early history of land-tenure 
in North Britain.

Collections in verse of Thomas, Lord Fairfax (MWS. Fairfax 
38). 

An Arabic magical roll of the extraordinary length. of 
17 yards (47S. Arab. g. 11 (R)). 

An unique Hebrew commentary on Aboth R. Nathan (J/S. 
Feb, c. 24). 

A Burmese MS. entitled Zaza Needee (Duty of Kings), 
written in white letters on a black ground, with illuminated 
frontispiece, and accompanied by an English translation 
(ZS. Burm. e. 1). 

A collection of Chinese paintings executed by Tsing Koh 
in the year 1568 (A7S. Chin. c. 16). 

A number of papyrus fragments from Egypt were acquired, 
including fragments of the Iliad and Odyssey and of the Old 
Testament. Among the latter was the greater part of a leaf 
of a papyrus book, containing most of Ezek. v. 12-vi. 3 in 
the LXX version, with the Origenian diacritical marks (47S. 
Gr. bib. d. 4 (P)). The hand is of the 4th, or conceivably 
even the late 3rd cent., and the earliest MS., hitherto known, 
possessing such marks is some centuries later. 

With these were acquired vellum fragments of Zech. xii. ro, 
11, Xiii. 3-5, written in the 5th cent. (7S. Gr. Bib. e. 4 (P)), 
parts of Mark viii. 17-18, 27-29 (47S. Gr. Bib. e. 5 (P)), written 
in the 6th cent., and others which at the time of purchase had 
not been identified, but of which the Librarian's examination 
has yielded the following results :— 

MS. Gr. th. g. 1 (P)—a fragment (early 6th cent.?) of parts 
of viii. 2, 3 and ix. 1, 2 of the Protevangelion, much earlier 
than any known MS. of the work, and containing readings 
not found in Tischendorf’s edition. The fragment consists of 
the inner sides of two leaves (the leaves containing one column 
each), the full length of a page being only 3 in., and the letters 
in a full line never exceeding 13. The library possesses no 
very ancient work in book-form of so small a size as this. 

MS. Gr. th. g. 2 (P)—the only known fragment (6th cent.) 
of a lost Greek original of the Apocalypse of Paul, correspond- 
ing to parts of cc. 45, 46 of the early Latin translation 
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published by Mr. M. R. James in his Anecdota Apocrypha. 
The Tischendorfian text is merely a late Greek recasting of 
this lost original. The identification of the fragment was due 
to the fact that it had come into contact with another page of 
the same work while the latter was damp, and had con- 
sequently had the word mayAe and others ‘set off’ on its 
margin. 

MS. Gr. th. g. 3 (P)—a fragment (probably 5th cent.) 
containing part of a theological controversy with a person 
whose name is abbreviated as B. This may perhaps be from 
Agrippa Castor’s lost refutation of Basileides. 


MS. Gr. th. f. 4 (P)—a fragment (6th cent.) apparently 
describing the torments of idolaters, and possibly belonging 
to the missing part of the pseudo-Petrine Apocalypse. 


In addition to the above may be mentioned a set of 12 rolls 
of the Oxford Taylors’ Company—a company of which the 
existence was almost unknown. They run from 1576 to 
1712, and are referenced M/S. Rolls Oxon 66. 


Prof. Sanjana, the donor of the Zend MS. mentioned in’ 


the Report of May 10, 1892, not being satisfied with the 
reproduction given to him in exchange, has resumed possession 
of the original and returned the reproduction—a decree of 
Convocation of June 7, 1893 having given him the option 
of so doing. The reproduction, which for critical purposes 
is practically equivalent to the original, has been referenced 
as MS. Zend d. 2. 


The valuable Zend collection has also been increased by 
the acquisition, through the Rev. Dr. Mills, of a platinotype 
copy (WS. Zend d. 1) of Dr. Jamaspji Minocheherji’s MS. 
known as Jg, which contains Zend texts in a character 
nowhere else found. 

- Chief purchases of old printed books.—The year has been 
mainly remarkable for purchases of ancient Armenian litera- 
ture, and of American books of the Colonial period.

‘The Epigrammatique Garlande, 1818; and ‘ Brasenose Ale, 
1880, 1881, and 1886. The first of these is unique in being 
printed on one side only of the paper, and only 1g other 
copies were printed at all. Of the Epigrammatique Garlande 
only 12 copies were printed, and only 7 preserved entire. 

‘Testamenta Lambethana, being a compleat list of all the 
wills, and testaments recorded in the archiepiscopal registers 
at Lambeth, from A.D. 1312, to A.D. 1636, Extracted by 
Dr. Ducarel, F.R.and A.S.... Typis Medio-Montanis, 1854,’ 
fol. Fewer than 20 copies were printed. 


Cataloguing of MSS.—The number of MSS. catalogued 
and indexed by Mr. Madan for the Summary Catalogue was 
1110, making a total of 4169 up to the end of 1894: he also 
treated 50 MSS. by a cross-reference, making a total of 5350 
so treated to the end of 1894. The total number of MSS. 
dealt with by him in the year was consequently 1160 (137 of 
these being new accessions, and the remainder belonging to 
the Bradley, Holmes, Wight, D’Orville, and Gough collec- 
tions) ; making a total of 9519 MSS. up to the end of 1894. 
16 more sheets of the catalogue were passed by him for press, 
together with the preface, &c.. to vol. iii. (the first volume 
to be published). This volume, which comprises all the 
eighteenth century collections, has since appeared. 

The new Hebrew MSS. were catalogued as usual by 
Dr. Neubauer. 

The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed 29 more 
MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these required 746 
entries and 1788 index-slips. Sheets D-N of the second 
volume of this catalogue were printed. 

Part of the arrears-grant from the Common University Fund 
was again spent on calendaring the uncalendared charters 
and rolls. On this work Miss Ethel Hurlbatt was engaged, 
and part of the work executed was revised by Mr. G. Parker. 

Finally, the thanks of the Curators and of the University 
are again due to Prof. Margoliouth for having recatalogued, as 
a. labour of love, a large number of the Muhammadan MSS. 
which are to be included in the new edition of the catalogue 
of Arabic MSS. 


Indexing of MSS.—The index to the Summary Catalogue 
of MSS. was made available for readers, the slips being 
arranged by the under-assistants Sweatman and Annis. 


Handlisting of MSS.—The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian or under his direction. 
He also arranged, handlisted, and had bound, large numbers 
of fragments of Arabic and Coptic papyri and other MS. 
fragments. 

Mr. Macray arranged considerable numbers of loose papers 
and fragments in the Pococke and Douce collections for 
handlisting and binding. 

Lastly, Mr. W. T. French, Ball. Coll., formerly an under- 
assistant, finished referencing the Pipe-Office Rolls in the 
special printed catalogue. A numerical handlist of the 
collection was afterwards compiled by F. Casey. 
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Cataloguing of printed books.— About 18240 slips were 
transcribed for insertion in each copy of the catalogue. 

Mr. W. H. Allnutt revised about 200 catalogue-slips, 
written in 1893, for English proclamations. 

Mr. C. L. Stainer, B.A. (library-pupil), and the under- 
assistant Purnell catalogued large numbers of printed plans, 
charters, &c. in the collection known as ‘ Gough Maps, Plans, 
and Views.’ 

Under the special grant from the Delegates of the Common 
University Fund the short catalogue of British and Irish 
books printed before 1641 was completed. 

Under another special grant from the same fund the follow- 
ing work was done:—Mr. W. F. Thurland (in overtime) 
indexed the remaining 70 vols. of the Nichols newspapers, 
and wrote 343 catalogue-slips for the same collection. 151 
vols. of old arrears were also catalogued by Mr. F. E. Bennett 
and 10 by Mr. H. D. Hughes. 


Handlisting and referencing of printed books.—As part 
of ordinary duty, Mr. G. W. Wheeler referenced and hand- 
listed 172 vols., and Miss M. Petherbridge (library-pupil) 
referenced and handlisted about 647 vols. of catalogues of 
libraries. 

Under the special grant for work on arrears the following 
work was done. Mr. W. R. Sims (in overtime) referenced 
and handlisted 149 vols. of periodicals. Mr. F. E. Bennett 
handlisted 5665 vols., including 2640 vols. of Godwyn 
pamphlets, all Hope and Hope additions, the books under 
the south Selden window, the unhandlisted parts of Arch C. 
and Arch F., the phonographic periodicals, the Bibliotheca 
Classica Latina, and the Z7zmes index: of these he also 
teferenced 574. Mr. A. P. Hunt handlisted 2782 vols., con- 
sisting mainly of the Teubner classics and similar collections, 
Hansard’s Parliamentary debates, 1201 vols. of catalogues 
of libraries, and 300 vols. of dissertations: of these he also 
referenced 1925. Mr. H. D. Hughes handlisted 1872 vols. 
of Bibles and Prayerbooks, and referenced 55. 


Cataloguing of music. About 2666 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. 


Arrangement of drawings and prints.—Under the special 
donation from a member of All Souls’ the arrangement of the 
Montagu prints was undertaken, and the entire collection of 
portraits was got into a preliminary order by Mr. E. W. 
Johnson, M.A., and Mr. H. D. Hughes. A large number of 
Montagu prints illustrating La Fontaine and other French 
authors were also arranged by the Librarian, and catalogued 
and bound under his direction. 


The subject-catalogue of printed books.—The preparation 
of this catalogue was continued, and the remainder of the 
accumulated slips presenting special difficulty was worked 
through: the use of the catalogue made by readers again 
exceeded that of any previous year. 


The select library at the Radcliffe ‘Camera,.’—It having 
been found necessary to take precautions for the greater 
security of the books in the reading-room of the ‘Camera,’ 
the late Vice-Chancellor addressed a circular letter in January 
1894 to the authorities of the Colleges and Halls, expressing 
the Curators’ hope that recommendations would not be given 
to students who could not confidently be trusted, or to whom 
admission was not really necessary for their studies. The 


Librarian, however, continued to report cases of loss and 
damage, and in May informed the Board that, failing any 
suggestion from them, he should feel it his duty to lock up 
the select cases as far as possible. The Curators at the 
same time appointed a Committee to consider what steps 
were advisable, and the Committee recommended that all 
books in the reading-room of the Camera be put as soon as 
possible under lock and key. Wherever it was possible, the 
cases have accordingly been locked: the rest of the collection 
will be transferred to closed cases as soon as an extension of 
the space available for storing books allows this to be done. 
The books, however, will remain within readers’ view, and can 
be ordered on special slips which have been placed at each 
desk. -Readers are also allowed to order on these slips all 
other books of which the shelfmark is known to them, instead 
of having to go to the catalogue-stand for the purpose. 

Among other recommendations which have been carried 
out, the Committee proposed that undergraduate readers be 
required to come to the Camera in academical dress, and 
at the Curators’ request the Proctors have issued a notice 
that such dress will be required by undergraduates both there 
and in the Bodleian. 


Binding.—All the MSS. which, in the course of preparing 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS., or of handlisting, were 
found to require binding or repair, were so dealt with. The 
binding of the Carte Calendar was completed, and the repair 
(at the cost of the Radcliffe Trustees) of the Fraser MSS. 


Arrangement of rooms.—The shelving of the two galleries 
at the Arts end was altered so as to allow many hundreds 
of books, which were lying on their edges, to stand upright, 
while at the same time room was gained for about 800 more 
volumes, and was used for the extension of Palaeography 
and Bibliography. 

The arrangement of the overcrowded basement of the 
Radcliffe ‘Camera’ was completed. Owing, however, to the 
exhaustion of shelf-room some tens of thousands of volumes 
had to be placed on the tops of cases, and frequently in 
double rows. 


Telephonic communication.—The Bodleian and Radcliffe 
‘Camera’ have been connected by telephone with each other 
and with the general Oxford system. 


THE COIN-COLLECTION. 


Chief donations.—The Corporation of London presented 
medals struck by them to commemorate the visits paid to the 
City by the King of Denmark and the Duke and Duchess 
of York. Mme. Taine gave a medal struck in remembrance 
of her late husband. And Miss Emma Swann gave 18 
English medals of the reigns of George III and George IV. 


Chief purchases.—In addition to the usual consignment 
of British and colonial coins from the mint, the chief 
purchases were a gold piece of an ancient British king, 
and silver pieces of Ecgberht, Aethelwulf (3), Aethelbearht, 
Aethelred II, Harold Harefoot, and Harthacnut (2). The 
collection of war-medals was increased by the addition of 
the Hazara medal, out of the grant from the Common 
University Fund. 
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Arrangement and cataloguing, &¢c.—Mr. Oman finished 
the draft of the catalogue of Anglo-Saxon coins, the printing 
of which was begun. 

Prof. Gardner most kindly gave his services for the 
identification of a considerable number of specially difficult 
Greek coins. 


Personnel.—On Feb. 13, Sir William R. Anson, Bart., 
D.C.L., Warden of All Souls’, and Mr. T. W. Jackson, M.A., 
Fellow of Worcester, were elected Curators by Congregation, 
in place of Prof. Bywater, who had become an ex officio 
Curator, and the Rev. Andrew Clark, who had resigned. 

On May 22, the Right Rev. William Stubbs, D.D., Oriel 
College, Lord Bishop of Oxford, was constituted by decree 
of Convocation a perpetual Curator. Dr. Stubbs had been 
a Curator before his appointment to the See of Chester, 
and the decree was proposed in response to an unanimous 
application from the Board to Council. 

On August 7, the Curators suffered the loss by death of 
one of their own number, Mr. J. L. G. Mowat, M.A., Fellow 
and Bursar of Pembroke, and on Oct. 27 they unanimously 


passed a resolution expressing their deep regret and their 
sense of the loyal services he had rendered to the library. 

On Nov. 8, the Rev. H. A. Wilson, M.A., Fellow of 
Magdalen, was elected a Curator by Congregation, in 
Mr. Mowat’s place. 


Financial summary.—The year opened with a balance of 
#181 145. 4d.; but of this £70 3s. was a balance from the 
special grant for work on arrears, £11 19s. 6d. was a balance 
from a grant for a special catalogue, and of the general balance 
of £99 11s. 10d. a sum of £96 5s. 5d. belonged to the MS. 
reserve-fund, 

The Library is again indebted to the generosity of 
a member of All Souls’ for a donation of 4100 received 
through the Warden, this sum to be applied to clearing off 
arrears of work of certain kinds. The College itself was 
still unable to resume its contributions. 

The year closed with a balance of 4£366.,10s. 5d.; but of 
this 487 Is. was a balance from the special donation just 
mentioned, £8 6s. 3d. was a balance from the Common 
University Fund grant for work on arrears, and against the 
balance of £271 3s. 2d. from the general fund must be set 
the fact that £361 17s. 11d. is due from this to the MS. 
reserve-fund.

Chief donations of MSS.—Mr. Jesse Haworth, of Bowdon, 
Cheshire, received the thanks of Convocation for presenting 
41 Greek fragments of the Ptolemaic period discovered (like 
the fine Homeric papyrus which he gave in 1888) by Dr. 
Flinders Petrie. The fragments, almost all of which have 
been described (with many autotypes) by Prof. Mahaffy in 
the oth vol. of Cunningham Memoirs published by the Royal 
Irish Academy, consist mainly of taxing-accounts and other 
agricultural documents of the 3rd cent. B.c. There are also 


Chief donations of printed books.—Under the will of the 
late Mr. John Power Hicks, M.A., the library received a 
collection of 75 volumes purchased by his father at the sale 
of John Philip Kemble, and bearing the celebrated actor's 
arms and name on their binding.

But far above the rest in interest stand a couple | 


of fragments of Plato’s Laches, containing part of 5 cols. of | 
pp. 190 B-192 B. These two fragments (ZSS. Gr. class. 


d. 22 (P), 23 (P)) abound in epigraphic and semi-epigraphic 


forms, and there is reason to suppose them even earlier than | 


the celebrated “curse of Artemisia,” hitherto regarded as the 
oldest known Greek papyrus: they can in any case scarcely 
be later than the 4th cent. B.c., and may even (so far as we 
at present know) have been written in Plato’s own lifetime. 

The Rev. A. C. Headlam, B.D., gave various fragments of 
linen containing hieratic writing, together with two Coptic 
writing-tablets, three Coptic pectoral tablets, and various 
manuscript fragments (chiefly Coptic) from Egypt. 

From the executors of the late Mr. Thomas Hallam, of 
25 Greig street, Devonshire street, Ardwich, Manchester, and 
late Secretary of the English Dialect Society, were received 
the entire body of Mr. Hallam’s dialect-collections. These 
consisted of 82 vols. of MS. notebooks, together with a great 
mass of papers which are being arranged, and a large number 
of printed volumes; all of the latter which were mere duplicates 
of copies already in the library being returned to the executors. 

And Dr. S. R. Gardiner presented 7 vols. of notes by 
himself on the Thomasson Civil War tracts (7 SS.

In addition to the volumes purchased, a large number 
of papyrus and vellum fragments were bought. The chief of 
these was the great revenue-papyrus (in 34 glazed sheets) 
of Ptolemy Philadelphus, discovered by Dr. Flinders Petrie 
(0S. Gr. class. a. 4 (P)), the text of which has since been 
published, with numerous facsimiles, by the Clarendon Press 
under the editorship of Mr. B. P. Grenfell and Prof. Mahaffy. 
The date of the papyrus is about 259-258 B.C. 

Among other papyrus-fragments acquired from Mr. Grenfell 
were a few very small pieces which the Librarian found to be 
part of the Homeric lexicon attributed to Apollonius the 
Sophist. They fitted together and gave parts of 47 lines, 
most of the lacune in which it was possible to supply with 
approximate certainty. The result was to show that where 
the single MS. of the printed text of Apollonius (admittedly 
both interpolated and abbreviated) contains only 2 Homeric 
quotations the original text contained at least 9, and that the 
original order of the words was alphabetical only as regards 
the first two letters (exmata for instance preceding EXETTEYKEC), 
The fragments (7S. Gr. class. e. 44 (P)) may be assigned to 
the Ist cent. A.D. 


A small Greek uncial vellum fragment (I/S. Gr. th. g. 4 (P)) 
may also be mentioned.

The Librarian believes this to be a fragment of some 
apocryphal Acts, possibly those of Leucius Charinus, of which 
only a few extracts have survived. The fragment is certainly 
not earlier than the 6th cent., and may be much later. 

There was also purchased the late Professor Westwood’s 
very extensive collection of rubbings of ancient stone monu- 
ments, chiefly Welsh, Scottish, and Irish, all of which were 


carefully arranged by Mr. C, L. Stainer, B.A. (then a library- 
pupil), and have been bound up. 


Chief purchases of old printed books.— Advantage was 
taken of the sale of the extraordinary liturgical collection 
belonging to the late Rev. W. J. Blew to purchase over 250 
volumes of breviaries, missals, &c., of continental uses not 
previously represented in the library.

Cataloguing of MSS.—The number of MSS. catalogued 
and indexed by Mr. Madan for the Summary Catalogue was 
1126, making a total of 5295 up to the end of 1895: he also 


treated 808 MSS. by a cross-reference, making a total of | 


6158 so treated to the end of 1895. The total number of 
MSS. dealt with by him in the year was consequently 1934 
(26 of these being new accessions, and the remainder belonging 
to the Gough, E. D. Clarke, and Canonici collections); making 
a total of 11453 MSS. up to the end of 1895. 11 more sheets 
of the catalogue were passed by him for press. 

The new Hebrew MSS. were catalogued as usual by 
Dr. Neubauer. 

The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed 232 more 
MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these required 1115 
entries and 1749 index-slips. Sheets O-S of the second 
volume of this catalogue were printed. 

Finally, the thanks of the Curators and of the University 
are again due to Prof. Margoliouth for having recatalogued, as 
a labour of love, a large number of the Muhammadan MSS. 
which are to be included in the new edition of the catalogue 
of Arabic MSS.

Handlisting of MSS.—The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian or under his direction. 
He arranged, handlisted, and had bound, a considerable 
number of MS. fragments. And the MSS. mixed up with 
the printed collections of “Gough maps” and “Gough 
missals” were re-referenced by him as separate MS. collections 
and handlisted accordingly. 

Mr. C. L. Stainer (then a library-pupil) roughly arranged 
for future binding (according to subjects) the large collection 
of Sir Gilbert Scott’s drawings. 

Under the special grants for work on arrears the Rev. 
H. W. Hogg arranged for binding 29 vols. of Arabic MSS. 
given in 1819 by Lady Hester Stanhope, consisting of a set of 
the voluminous romance called Antar. 


Cataloguing of printed books.—About 19935 slips were 
transcribed for insertion in each copy of the catalogue. 

The under-assistant Purnell catalogued as part of his 
ordinary duties all the engraved charters &c. found in the 
collection of “ Rawlinson prints.” 

Under special grants for work on arrears Mr. F. E. Bennett 
catalogued about 150 treatises in the Harleian miscellany, 
Somers tracts, Mai’s “Scriptorum veterum collectio,” Roxburghe 
and Maitland Clubs, and Camden Society; and Mr. W. F. 
Thurland in his overtime wrote 232 catalogue-slips for the 
Nichols newspapers; while Mr. A. P. Hunt revised for 
transcription about 800 old catalogue-slips of bound pamphlets, 
and wrote 81 catalogue-slips for the Bannatyne miscellany, &c. 


Handlisting and referencing of printed books.—The fol- 
lowing arrears were cleared off as part of ordinary duty. 
Mr. G. W. Wheeler referenced, handlisted, and entered in 
both copies of the catalogue about 142 vols. of the Clarendon 
Press series, and Mr. J. Hutt did the same for about 559 vols. 
of law books. The Douce prints, very badly arranged and 
handlisted, were also rearranged and rehandlisted by Mr. C. L. 
Stainer (then a library-pupil), and he entered the new refer- 
ences in both copies of the catalogue. 

Under the special grants Mr. W. R. Sims in his overtime 
revised and completed the handlists of directories &c., refer- 
enced 2376 parts of “English progress,” and handlisted 471. 
Mr. H. D. Hughes handlisted the Roxburghe Club (138 vols.); 
Mr. F. E. Bennett handlisted the Mortara collection (1342 
vols.), the Lords’ and Commons’ journals &c. (363), the 
Nichols newspapers (94), the M°Ghee collection (35), and the 
Rawlinson prints (17); Mr. A. P. Hunt handlisted 3833 vols. 
of Dissertations and 91 of Bibliography; and Mr. S. E. 
Sweatman the Camden Society and Bannatyne and Maitland 
Clubs (369 vols.). 


Cataloguing of music.—About 2018 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. 


Arrangement &c. of copperplates.—Under the special 
donation from a member of All Souls’ the Gough copperplates, 
400 in number, were referenced and handlisted by Mr. F. E. 
Bennett. 


The subject-catalogue of printed books.—The preparation 
of this catalogue was continued, and the use of it made by 
readers exceeded the average of previous years. 


Binding.—All the MSS. which, in the course of preparing 


| the Summary Catalogue of MSS., or of handlisting, were 
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found to require binding or repair, were so dealt with. The 
Fairfax and Savile MSS. were likewise put in proper repair, 
and also (at the cost of the Radcliffe Trustees) the Sale MSS. 


Arrangement of rooms.—The shelving of the two galleries 
at the Selden end was altered so as to allow many hundreds 
of books, which were lying on their edges, to stand upright. 
Proper accommodation for papyri was also obtained by the 
erection of a special table-case in the Auctarium. 


Extension of the library—QOn June 18, Convocation 
assigned to the library the basement of the old Ashmolean 
building for the storage of books. In view of the possible 
appropriation of the upper floors for the same purpose the 
Curators found it necessary to obtain an architect’s advice 
as to the best mode of dealing with the basement so as to 
support any weight that might be placed on those floors, 
and pending his report were unable to take any further steps 
towards occupation. 


THE-~COIN-COLLEGCHION: 


Chief donations.—Mr. C. L. Stainer gave a new coin- 
cabinet. The Rev. A. C. Headlam gave 32 Greek Imperial, 
Roman Imperial, or Byzantine copper coins, and the Librarian 
24 small Victorian silver pieces. 


Purchases.—The only purchase made in addition to the 
usual consignment of British and colonial coins from the mint 
was that of 14 Italian aes grave at the Bunbury sale. 


Arrangement and cataloguing, &e.—Mr. C. L. Stainer 
arranged in cabinets, and labelled, nearly 3,000 English 
tokens, also marking special copies of Williamson’s and 
Atkins’s printed catalogues so as to show which of the tokens 
comprised in them are possessed by the Bodleian. 

Mr. C. W. C. Oman, M.A., continued the arrangement and 
labelling of the Greek series. 


Purchase of portraits—A miniature of the great Lord 
Clarendon was acquired for the library, which, through the 
liberality of his descendants, possesses his celebrated col- 
lection of state-papers. 
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Personnel.—On Feb. 2 Mr. Strickland Gibson, Non-Coll., 
who had been an under-assistant for 3$ years, was appointed 
an assistant at a yearly salary of £60. 

Under the provisions of a decree of Convocation passed 
on Nov. 26 Mr. Arthur E. Cowley, M.A., Trinity, was on 
Dec. 3 nominated and approved as an Assistant Sub-Librarian 
for a period not exceeding two years. Mr. Cowley’s tenure of 
office commenced on Jan. 1, 1896. 


Financial summary.—The year opened with a balance of 
4366 10s. 5a.; but of this £87 1s. was a balance from a 
special donation of a member of All Souls’ for work on 
arrears, £8 6s. 3d. was a balance from the Common University 
Fund grant for work on arrears, and against the balance of 
£271 3s. 2d. from the general fund there was a sum of 
£361 17s. 11d. due to the MS. reserve-fund. 

The Curators decided to no longer maintain an imaginary 
MS. reserve-fund of £400 a year, but to consider the normal 
expenditure on MSS. as £350 a year. It will be seen from 
the balance-sheet that this decision did not injuriously affect 
the expenditure in question, which amounted to £428 6s. 8d. 
during the year. 

The Library is again indebted to the generosity of 
a member of All Souls’ for a donation of £100 received 
through the Warden, this sum to be applied towards the 
salary of a temporary Assistant Sub-Librarian. The College 
itself was still unable to resyme its contributions. 

A donation of £50 towards working off arrears was also 
received from a member of Christ Church, 

And a further grant of £100 for work on arrears was 
received from the Delegates of the Common University 
Fund. 

The year closed with a balance of £135 10s. gd., but against 
this there were balances to be carried forward of £37 17s. 9d. 
to the Common Fund grants, £175 3s. to the donations of 
a member of All Souls’, and 450 to the donation of a member 
of Christ Church, making a total of £263 os. gd. Con- 
sequently there was a deficit of £127 10s. on the general

The Rev. M. N. Trollope, M.A., of Seoul, Corea, presented 
the first native Corean books acquired by the library. They 
consisted of an old atlas, a loose map of the world, a book 
of devotions in Chinese and Corean (from the temple of the 
god of war, at Seoul), and a polite letter-writer. 

Mr. Edward Scott, M.A., Keeper of the Manuscripts, 
British Museum, gave a number of Modern Greek works. 

The Rev. J. Carter, M.A., gave a large number of parts of 
foreign economic periodicals. 

And considerable miscellaneous gifts were received from 
the Right Hon. Prof. F. Max Miiller, the Rev. E. Marshall, 
M.A., and Mr. J. Grafton Milne, M.A. 


Chief donations of MSS.—Mr. F. C. Conybeare, M.A., 
gave a collection of 67 papyrus documents or fragments, and 
3 on vellum, which he had commissioned Mr. B. P. Grenfell to 


procure in Egypt for presentation to the library. Of the 
papyri 3 belong to the Ptolemaic period (letters of the 3rd 
cent. B.C.), 45 to the Roman (chiefly tax-receipts and other 
financial documents), and 19 to the Byzantine. The collection 
is of special importance from the large proportion of dated 
pieces of the 2nd and 3rd centuries, and a considerable 
number of the documents in it have been published in Grenfell 
and Hunt’s Mew Classical Fragments. 


Miss Frances Power Cobbe gave 33 charters or other MS. 
documents. 


Dr. S. R. Gardiner gave no fewer than 38 volumes of his 
notebooks of materials for English 17th century history 
(WSS. Eng. hist. d. 4-15, ¢. 59-84). 


Mr. W. N. Worrin, of Gobions Hall, Great Leighs, Chelms- 
ford, gave a leaf of the register of Oxford City in 1653-65 
(ZS. Top. Oxon. b. 40). 


The Rev. Prof. Skeat, Hon. D.C.L., gave Pegge’s autograph 
MS. of Kenticisms and Derbicisms (47S. Eng. lang. e. 4). 


Mr. C. E. Doble, M.A., gave a copy of part of Malone’s 
1st draft of an intended edition of Aubrey’s Lives (WS. Eng. 
misc. a, 26). 


Mr. C. W. Stretton, of Henstead Lodge, Highfield, South- 
ampton, gave a very handsome copy of his Pedigree of the 
Bayleys of Willaston (ZS. Eng. misc. 0. 5). 


Mr. T. W. Jackson, M.A., gave several MSS., among which 
may be mentioned a copy of Sanjan Rai Munshi’s Khulasat-i- 
Tawarikh (7S. Pers. d. 28). He also gave a photograph 
of an autograph of James, Bodley’s first Librarian, written on 
the day when the Bodleian was opened. 


The Rev. R. J. Elliott, St. Stephen’s Parsonage, Poplar, 
gave a Pali MS. in Burmese characters (7S.

Cataloguing of MSS.—The number of MSS. catalogued 
and indexed by Mr. Madan for the Summary Catalogue was 
736, making a total of 6031 up to the end of 1896: he also 
treated 2052 MSS. by a cross-reference, making a total of 
8210 so treated to the end of 1896. The total number of 
MSS. dealt with by him in the year was consequently 2788 
(351 of these being new accessions, and the remainder belonging 
to the Canonici, Saibante, Malone, ‘ Boreal,’ Oppenheimer, 
and Douce collections); making a total of 14241 MSS. up to 
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the end of 1896. 
by him for press. 


13 more sheets of the catalogue were passed 


The new Hebrew MSS. were catalogued by Dr. Neubauer 
and Mr. Cowley. 


The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed 173 more 
MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these required 949 
entries and 1333 index-slips, Sheets T-Aa of the second 
volume of this catalogue were printed. 

A grant of £100 having been received from the Common 
University Fund fora continuation of the catalogue of Sanskrit 
MSS., the services of Dr. M. Winternitz were engaged for this 
work. Up to Jan. 30, 1897, Dr. Winternitz had catalogued 
288 vols. of MSS., containing 420 works. 

A further portion of the uncalendared charters and rolls was 
calendared by Miss Ethel Hurlbatt, the cost being defrayed 
from the donation of a member of Ch. Ch. 


Finally, the thanks of the Curators and of the University 
are again due to Prof. Margoliouth for having recatalogued, as 
a labour of love, a large number of the Muhammadan MSS. 
which are to be included in the new edition of the catalogue 
of Arabic MSS. 


Indexing of MSS.—The additional slips to the index to 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS. were arranged by the 
under-assistant Annis and made available for readers. 


Handlisting of MSS.—The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian or under his direction. 
He also handlisted about 60 more vols. of the Hultzsch 
Sanskrit MSS. 


Mr. Cowley handlisted 82 vols. of Kennicott papers, most 
of which required his previous arrangement. The binding of 
this collection, at the expense of its owners, the Radcliffe 
Trustees, was also commenced. 


Mr. A. P. Hunt arranged with great intelligence and care 
all the mass of papers relating to English dialects which came 
in 1896 in the Hallam bequest, and they were then bound. 
He also handlisted the entire collection of Mr. Hallam’s MSS., 
consisting of 144 vols. 


Cataloguing of printed books.—About 22308 slips were 
transcribed for insertion in each copy of the catalogue. This 
number was independent of the entries of new editions of 
works already in the catalogue. 


Under special grants for work on arrears Mr. W. F. Thurland 
in his overtime wrote 42 catalogue-slips for the Nichols news- 
papers, the cataloguing of which he completed, while some 
hundreds of old Orations of continental universities were 
catalogued by Mr. F. E. Bennett, Non-Coll., Mr. H. D. 
Hughes, Magd. Coll., and Mr. A. P. Hunt. 


Referencing and handlisting of printed books.—The fol- 
lowing arrears were cleared off as part of ordinary duty. 
Mr. J. Hutt referenced and handlisted 163 vols. of law-books 
and numismatic periodicals. And Miss L. J. Yates (then 
a library-pupil) handlisted about 140 vols. of the Early 
English Text Society. 

Under the special grants Mr. W. R. Sims in his overtime 
referenced 63 parts of ‘ English progress, and handlisted 3378. 
And Mr. F. A. Yockney, Non-Coll., referenced and handlisted 
1357 vols. of law-books. 
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Cataloguing of music.—About 2820 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. 


The subject-catalogue of printed books.—The preparation 
of this catalogue was continued, and the use of it made by 
readers exceeded the average of previous years. 


Binding.—All the MSS. which, in the course of preparing 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS., or of handlisting, were 
found to require binding or repair, were so dealt with. 33 
vols. of the Kennicott MSS. were also bound at the cost of 
their owners, the Radcliffe Trustees. 


Out of a grant of £250 from the Common University Fund, 
the remaining Ordnance-maps were bound, so far as the 
survey of the counties was completed, to the number of 
about 17100. 


Fitting up of rooms.—On June 16, Convocation granted 
#1500 for fitting up the basement of the old Ashmolean 
building for the storage of books, and for the repair of the 
heating apparatus, and a further sum of £200 was voted on 
Nov. 10. The work will shortly be completed. 


oe pCOLN-COLLECTION: 


Chief donations.—The Egypt Exploration Fund gavea type 
set of 502 Alexandrine bronze coins of the Roman period, 
part of a hoard found at Kim el Qatl in the Fayim. All 
were in fine condition, and the number of rarities is very 
large. 

The Right Hon. G. N. Curzon, M.P., Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, gave 146 coins bought at Kabul, 
mostly Indo-Scythic or other early Indian. 

Mr. H. F. Amedroz gave 61 Muhammadan coins, belonging 
to dynasties of Asia Minor, Syria, and Mesopotamia. 

Mr. C. W. C. Oman, M.A., gave 113 coins of various ages, 
countries, and metals, and 6 medals or counters. 

Mr. C. L. Stainer, M.A., gave 16 coins, including 4 old 
Hungarian gold, and 3 medals. 

Mr. J. A. R. Munro, M.A., gave two scarce coins of Scodra. 

And the Librarian gave 49 varieties of sixpences of the 
present century. 


Purchases.—In addition to the annual consignment of 
British and-colonial coins from the Mint, there were bought 
10 ancient Greek silver, a penny of Aethelred II, 105 small 
English silver of the present century, and 105 modern 
colonial and foreign copper. 


Arrangement and cataloguing.—Mr. C. W. C. Oman con- 
tinued the arrangement and labelling of the Greek series so 
far as it is included in the British Museum printed catalogues. 

Mr. C. L. Stainer finished arranging the English tokens, 
and arranged the unarranged English coins from Elizabeth to 
Charles I, together with all the other mediaeval and modern 
coins in the coin-room other than Muhammadan and Byzan- 
tine. He also rearranged all the Roman family coins, and 
got into improved order the unarranged ancient Greek 
and ancient Indian sections. 

Mr. Cowley arranged all the Jewish, Persian, Parthian, and 
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Byzantine coins, with a large number of unarranged Muham- 
madan. 

And the Librarian arranged all the early Roman coins 
outside the ‘family’ series, and all the ancient coins of N. 
Africa (excluding Egypt) and the adjoining isles. 

Finally, with the occasional help of the Librarian, Mr. 
Hutt, Mr. Gibson, and Mr. Purnell, the entire coin-collection 
was brought by Mr. Stainer and Mr. Cowley into almost 
complete geographical order (completed soon after the end 
of the year), so that the ancient coins of every country are 
followed by its mediaeval coins, and those again by its modern 
coins. 


Miscellaneous donations.—A water-colour portrait, by T. 
Tatham, of the Rev. H. O. Coxe, Bodley’s late Librarian, 
when a young man, was given by J. L. Foster, Esq., 2 Clifton 
Place, Sussex Square, London. 

And Mrs. C. H. Leveridge, of Leinster House, Over Cliff, 
Gravesend, presented a number of miniatures and objects of 
curiosity relating chiefly to royal personages, together with 
an interesting letter of General Gordon’s. 


Personnel.—On Feb. 8 Mr. Christopher James Purnell, 
Non-Coll., who had been an under-assistant for over 3 years, 
was appointed an assistant at a yearly salary of £60, and 
later in the year Mr. W. H. Allnutt resigned his assistantship. 

On Feb. 18 Mr. Edwin Hickman died at the age of 82. 
He had been engaged for nearly 32 years in mounting and 
pasting slips for the catalogue. The Curators conveyed to 
his family their regret at the loss of one whose devotion to 
his work was conspicuous to the last. 


Financial summary.—The year opened with a balance of 
£135 10s. 9d.; but of this 475 3s. was a balance from a 


special donation of a member of All Souls’ for work on 
arrears, 4100 was a balance from a similar donation towards 
the salary of an Assistant Sub-Librarian, and £37 17s. gd. was 
a balance from the Common University Fund grant for work 
on arrears, leaving a deficit of £127 10s. on the general fund. 


The Library is again indebted to the generosity of 
a member of All Souls’ for a donation of 4100 received 
through the Warden, this sum to be applied towards the 
salary of a temporary Assistant Sub-Librarian. The College 
itself was still unable to resume its contributions. 


Grants were received from the Delegates of the Common 
University Fund of £4250 for completing the binding of the 
Ordnance-maps, and 4100 for the continuation of the cata- 
logue of Sanskrit MSS. 


The year closed with a deficit of 423 3s. 6d., whereas 
balances should have been carried forward of £15 11s. 3d. to 
the Common Fund grants, £136 14s. to the donations of 
a member of All Souls’, and 435 19s. 6d. to the donation 
of a member of Christ Church, making a total of £188 4s. gd. 
Consequently there was a deficit of 4211 8s. 3d. on the 
general fund. 


The small deficit in the cash-balance was due to the Library 
having discharged a liability for the repair of pictures before 
it was possible to obtain repayment (which has since been 
granted) from Convocation. The increased deficit on the 
general fund was due to diminution of interest to the amount 
of over £118, owing to the reinvestment of Bodleian money 
which had been previously lent on mortgage at a higher rate. 
During 1897 the diminution from this cause will rise to 
upwards of £237, but it is hoped that the non-occurrence of 
certain special expenses incurred in 1896, together with a 
reduction in the cost of staff, will enable the library to avoid 
a cash-deficit.

Chief donations of manuscripts.—A remarkable collection 
of papers has been given by Mr. John Mullings of Cirencester. 
The great majority of these, as of a similar collection given 
in 1874 by Mr. R. Mullings of the same town, are obviously 
derived from the papers of Sir John Bennet, one of the most 
important men of the reigns of Elizabeth and James I, and 
one of Sir Thomas Bodley’s executors. The items of most 
interest to the University are as follows :— 


1. Draft, in Bodley’s writing, of a Latin letter dated Sep. 
30, 1574, from the University to its Chancellor, Dudley, earl 
of Leicester, about the disputes with the City (see Wood’s 
‘Annals’ for that year). On the margin, part of one of the 
words is practised in the ornamental hand which was meant 
to be used in the fair copy. In his autobiography he says 
that he was elected Proctor in 1569, and that ‘after this for 
a longe time, I supplied the office of the Vniverfitie Orator.’ 
There are other drafts of letters written by him in this 
capacity in the similar collection of papers given by Mr. Rk. 
Mullings. 

2. Draft, written and signed by Bodley, of a Latin letter 
to Puccius, undated, but written on the back of the above. 
The library possesses two other drafts of letters from Bodley 
to Puccius, one dated Sep. 13 in the same year. 


3. Latin letter from William Gager, the Latin dramatist, 
to ‘M* Jhon Bennett Proctor of the Vniuersytye, Jan. 1 
[1585]. 

4. Copy of a Latin letter, beginning ‘ Reuerendiffime 
Domine,’ from Beza, Antoine Lafaye, and Charles Perrot, 
in the name of the church and school of Geneva, and dated 
Jan. 17, 1603. It mentions the late treacherous and un- 
successful attack (the famous ‘ Escalade’) made on Geneva 
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by the Duke of Savoy, and asks the person addressed to use 
his influence with the Queen and Bishops for assistance to 
the city. It was doubtless addressed to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and copied for Bodley, who in his boyhood had 
been a refugee at Geneva and pupil of Beza. 


5. Latin letter from T. Allen, doubtless the distinguished 


| Oxford scholar Thomas Allen, to Sir John Benet, dated 
| 1 Jan. [not before 160]. 


6. Latin letter from Brian Duppa ‘to the most clement 


| Censor’ of his college (Christ Church), begging for his for- 


giveness for a ‘wretched little tyro.” It must have becn 
written between 1605 and 1612, and is addressed to ‘ Perce, 
i.e. Pierce, afterwards bishop of Peterborough and subse- 
quently of Bath and Wells. 

7. Latin letter from Budden, the principal of New Inn 
Hall, dated thence on Ap. 1, 1610, expressing his gratitude 
to Bodley for having caused him to be appointed one of the 
curators of ‘that best equipped Vatican, most fertile nurse 
of the best arts and studies,’ i.e. the Bodleian. 


8. Latin letter from L.B., i.e. Laurence Bodley, to his uncle 
Sir Thomas on the latter’s arrival in Oxford, probably written 
between 1610 and 1612. 

g. Draft of Latin letter from J:B., i.e. Sir J. Bennet, dated 
21 Jan. 1611 (1612), thanking the University for the honour 
it does him in requesting his services in the matter of the 
erection of new Schools; he speaks enthusiastically of 
Bodley’s zeal in codperating. 

10. Latin letter from Richard Corbett, dated Ap. 27 [1612], 
announcing that he has gained the proctorship and attributes 
his success not to his own canvassing but to that of the person 
addressed (who is a knight, doubtless Bennet). He is bringing 
to the latter in London a fresh form of application (for money 
for the schools) to go to high ecclesiastics. 

11, Various Latin forms of application for the same purpose, 
and two affirmative replies in Latin. 

12. Latin letter from John Holiwell, saying he is canvassing 
for a fellowship at Merton (which he got in 1619), and asking 
for a testimonial from Bennet. 

13. French letter (signature cut in two—Kuerius?) from the 
Hague to Bennet, dated 20 Oct. 1622. Bennet was then being 
prosecuted for selling administrations (as judge of the pre- 
rogative court of Canterbury) and for misappropriating trust- 
moneys, notably £10c0 left to the University by Bodley, and 
the writer announces that he had obtained for him at his 
request the intercession of the States General through their 
ambassadors. ; 

14. Latin letter from Jesus College, Cambridge, dated 21 
Nov. 1627. Written after Bennet’s death by his son Matthew 
Benet to a brother, asking how their stepmother is, how she 
is meeting obligations, who is entrusted with the adminis- 
tration of their father’s property, and how his debtors are 
enforcing their claims. 

The collection also contains sundry documents on foreign 
affairs, probably all of them gathered by Bennet, and the 
draft of a Latin warrant from Lindsey, Constable of England, 
constituting (Sir) Henry Marten lieutenant in the military 
court, especially for the appeal of Donald lord Reay against 
David Ramsey: this last is dated 8 Jan. ‘1631. 


Mr. C. W. Stretton of Henstead Lodge, Highfield, South- 
ampton, gave finely bound copies of three works by Peter 


‘Bayley—the Cambriad, Miscellaneous Poems, and a trans- 


lation of Sallust’s Catilinarian war. 
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Mr. George F. Parker, of 2 Arthur road, Edgbaston, gave 
an autograph speech by President Cleveland. 


Dr. F. Milkau, of Berlin University library, gave a letter 
of Shelley’s. 

Mr. C. D. Cobham, M.A., of Larnaka, Cyprus, gave an 
Arabic work in two volumes by the founder of the Bab 
sect. 

And Mr. A. W. Kirkaldy, 4 rue Lhomond, Paris, gave 
facsimiles of four Old English charters in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale. 


Chief donations of printed books.—Gifts of special impor- 
tance were received from the following :— 

The Rev. Hilgrove Coxe, M.A. A set, in 56 volumes, of 
the rare and valuable reprints (red, green, and blue series) 
issued by J. Payne Collier. These were given in memory 
of Mr. Coxe’s father, Bodley’s late Librarian, to whom they 
had belonged. 

Miss Thomas. Upwards of 800 volumes or parts which 
had belonged to her late brother, the Rev. Llewelyn Thomas, 
Vice-Principal of Jesus College, and Canon-designate of St. 
Asaph, in memory of whom they were given. They were 
accompanied by 5 volumes of Basque collections in manu- 
script. 

Mr. C. H. Read as executor of Sir A. Wollaston Franks. 
Upwards of 400 volumes or parts. 

Mr. I. Tokutomi. 72 volumes or parts printed in Japan. 


Prof. Sir Fohn Stainer. A bound collection of extremely 
_ importaht fragments of 15th century Spanish printing, taken 
from the covers of a book bought by the donor in Spain. 
They consist of parts of (i) an edition of the hymns of the 
Breviary (Brun & Gentil? Seville?), (ii) Aelius Antonius’s 
Introductiones Latine (Sadamanca?), (iii) Ovid’s Metamor- 
phoses(do.),(iv) Antonius’s Grammatica Castellana (Salamanca, 
1492), (v) Office for the Visitation of B.M.V. (Bartolome de 
Lila? Coria? before 1489 ?), (vi) Pedro de Gracia Dei’s Blason 
(Bartolome de Lila, Coria, 1489). Four of these editions 
were unknown, and only one book (the Blason), existing in 
only one copy, was previously known to have been printed 
at Coria in the 15th century: for the identification of the 
places of printing and other assistance the Librarian is in- 
debted to Mr. Robert Proctor.

The most important English MS. was Antony Wood’s 
account of his family (47S. Wood 26). 

A 15th century MS. of Catonis Disticha in English verse 
was bought (7S. Eng. poet. e. 15). 


Among all the year’s purchases, the first place is taken 
by a Latin MS., Capgrave’s Explication of Exodus, a folio 
in vellum, containing several hundred leaves, the autograph 
and only known copy. The vendors described the MS. as 
having an illumination depicting Capgrave presenting his 
work to Henry VI; the Librarian, suspecting that the patron 
represented was Humfrey, duke of Gloucester, sent for the 
MS. and found that this was so, and that the volume was 
the identical one given by the Duke to the University library 
in 144¢. The MS. (now referenced as 7S. Duke Humfrey, 
b. 1) is only the second out of his extensive donations which 
has been recovered by the library since its total spoliation 
in Edward VI’s reign—the other having been given by 
Dr. Robert Master in 1620. The present work was begun 
on Jan. 17, 143§ and finished May 6, 1440: one of its com- 
panion volumes, Capgrave on Genesis, also given by the 
Duke to the University, is now in the library of Oriel College, 
which kindly lent it for comparison and allowed some photo- 
graphs to be taken from it. 

The other Latin acquisition is a Breviary of the rare Geneva 
use, with curious ornamentation, written by Columbus Rassatti, 
apparently in the early 15th cent. (7S. Lat. liturg. e. 5). 

The Pali MSS. are in the rare Cambodian character (7S. 
PGli a. 32 (R), 6. 9 (R)). 

The Burmese MS. (47S, Burm. a. 5) is a large collection 
of watercolour drawings of Burmese life, with printed English 
descriptions (of about 1883 ?). 

The Batak MSS. (WSS. Batak a. 1 (KR), 2 (R)) are in- 
scribed on the outsides of two thick cylinders of bamboo, 
hollow inside and open at the ends: they are in this respect 
quite different from the other Batak MSS. in the library.

Donations of portraits. — The Rev. Canon H. N. Ellacombe 
presented a miniature portrait of Bodley. It does not bear 
Bodley’s name but is inscribed And Dui. 1598 . 4 tatis fue: 
54: which corresponds with Bodley’s age, has been handed 
down by tradition as his portrait, and, making allowance for 
difference of age and dress, is corroborated by those already 
in the library. It is earlier than any of these, and suggests 
energy much more. It is exhibited in the library. 


Purchase of portraits.—A full-sized photographic repro- 
duction of a portrait of Humfrey, duke of Gloucester, was 
also acquired and is hung in the library. It is taken from 
a large sketch (head and shoulders) contained in an album 
in the library of Arras, to the librarian of which thanks are 
due for permission to photograph it. The information of its 
existence was most kindly given by Mr. Lionel H. Cust, 
Director of the National Portrait Gallery. 


A small full length figure of the Duke is also contained in 
the MS. of Capgrave on Exodus, and another was photo- 


graphed from the Oriel College MS., but previously the 
University library had had no representation whatever of 
this great benefactor except such as are contained in printed 
books. 


Cataloguing of MSS.—The number of MSS. catalogued 
and indexed by Mr. Madan for the Summary Catalogue was 
631, making a total of 6662 up to the end of 1897: he also 
treated 2934 MSS. by a cross-reference, making a total of 
11144 so treated to the end of 1897. The total number of 
MSS. dealt with by him in the year was consequently 3565 
(362 of these being new accessions, and the remainder belonging 
to the Douce, Hodgson, Bowyer, Blakeway, Bruce, Milles, 
A. Walker, Pigott, Michael, Mill, Michael adds., Reggio, 
Mendham, Hamilton, Ouseley adds., Libri, and Elliott col- 
lections); making a total of 14241 MSS. up to the end of 
1897. Vol. iv of the catalogue (the second to be completed) 
was issued from the Clarendon Press. 

A large number of Hebrew fragments newly acquired were 
catalogued by Dr. Neubauer and Mr. Cowley. 

The Rev. W. D. Macray catalogued and indexed the 
remaining 165 MSS. in the Rawlinson D. collection; these 
required 827 entries and 2135 index-slips. Sheets B b-Ii of 
the second volume of this catalogue were printed. 

Finally, the thanks of the Curators and of the University 
are again due to Prof. Margoliouth for having recatalogued, as 
a labour of love, a large number of the Muhammadan MSS. 
which are to be included in the new edition of the catalogue 
of Arabic MSS. 


Indexing of MSS.—The additional slips to the index to 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS. were arranged by the 
under-assistant Annis and made available for readers. 


Handlisting of MSS.—The newly added MSS. were refer- 
enced and handlisted by the Librarian or under his direction. 


The handlisting of the remaining Kennicott papers and 
Pigott MSS. was completed respectively by Mr. Cowley and 
Mr. A. P. Hunt, Ball. 


In place of the very unsatisfactory handlist of the Gough 
Topographical MSS. (about 550 in number), a new one was 
made by Miss Edith M. Guest and presented to the library. 


Cataloguing of printed books.— About 19935 slips were 
transcribed for insertion in each copy of the catalogue. This 
number was independent of the entries of new editions of 
works already in the catalogue. 


As regards work on arrears, Mr. G. Parker catalogued 
a number of printed papers found in the Rawlinson and 
Pigott MSS. Some scores of old dissertations were also 
catalogued, partly by under-assistants, but mainly as volun- 
teer-work by a reader, Miss Edith M. Guest. And Mr. W.R. 
Sims in his overtime catalogued 62 works in ‘English 
progress.’ 


Referencing and handlisting of printed books.—The fol- 
lowing arrears were cleared off as part of ordinary duty. 
Mr. J. Hutt referenced and handlisted 222 vols., Mr. G. W. 
Wheeler 12 vols. 


Mr. W. R. Sims in his overtime referenced 758 parts of 
‘English progress,’ and handlisted 797. 
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Cataloguing of music.—About 3368 slips were transcribed 
for insertion in each copy of the music-catalogue which is in 
preparation. 


The subject-catalogue of printed books.—The preparation 
of this catalogue was continued, and the use of it made by 
readers was greater than in any previous year. 


Binding.—All the MSS. which, in the course of preparing 
the Summary Catalogue of MSS., or of handlisting, were 
found to require binding or repair, were so dealt with. The 
remaining 37 vols. of the Kennicott MSS. were also bound at 
the cost of their owners, the Radcliffe Trustees. 


Mr. F. E. Bennett, Non-Coll., arranged and sent to the 
binder all the papers relating to loans during the last 
Librarian’s term of office. And he and Mr. F. A. Yockney, 
Non-Coll., arranged and sent to the binder all the loose 
library-accounts relating to the last two librarianships. 

In searching the MS. collections for a forthcoming publi- 
cation of early Bodleian music by the Professor of Music, 
opportunity was taken to repair some hundreds of MSS. which 
were found to require it. 


Fitting up and arrangement of rooms.—One of the under- 
assistants having broken his wrist by falling from one of the 
two ladders leading into the galleries at the catalogue-end of 
the Bodleian reading-room, these were replaced by spiral 
iron staircases out of a sum of £50 granted for the purpose 
by Convocation. 

The basement of the Old Ashmolean, though not quite 
completely fitted, began to be occupied early in December, 
when the transfer of closed sections of modern books from 
other parts of the library began. This transfer gave space for 
putting in locked cases the remainder of the ‘select library’ 
at the Radcliffe Camera, a measure of which the necessity was 
communicated to the University by the Curators in their 
report published on March 19, 1895. The depredations there 
mentioned showed no sign of ceasing, and in 1897 consider- 
ably exceeded the average—no fewer than 30 fresh volumes 
being reported missing from the ‘select library’ in that one 
year. A certain number of sections, however, from which no 
books have as yet been stolen, or from the size or character of 
their contents seem likely to be stolen, have for the present 
been left unlocked, and the Librarian will take every means 
which the funds of the library allow to expedite the delivery 
of books from the locked cases, and to compensate as far as 
possible for the step which had become necessary for the 
safety of the library. 


THE COLLECTION OF COINS AND MEDALS. 


Chief donations.—The chief gift of the year was received 
from Mr. H. F. Amedroz, a former benefactor: he presented 
64 Byzantine, 28 Syrian, 14 Roman family and Imperial, and 
13 other ancient coins, with 7 Byzantine seals or tesserae. 


Mr. C. W. C. Oman, M.A., gave 61 ancient and 28 mediaeval 
and modern coins. 

Mr. C. L. Stainer, M.A., gave 1 ancient and 20 mediaeval 
or modern coins, with 2 medals. 

Dr. Charles Lempriere gave 27 Parthian copper coins. 

Mr. Noh Yoong gave 3 Siamese coins. 

Mr. J. Box of Cheltenham gave a silver coin of Solothurn. 


Five medals were presented by or on behalf of various 
institutions or bodies. 


Purchases.— Beyond the annual consignment from the 
mint, the only purchase worth mentioning was one of 210 
coins, chiefly silver, obtained by Mr. Oman for the library at 
a cost of only £2 5s. 


Arrangement.—Mr. C. L. Stainer arranged all the coins of 
large size in geographical and historical order, and then com- 
menced the arrangement of the medals. He completely 
arranged all the Papal medals, about 1500 in number; these 
were chiefly bequeathed by Rawlinson, Godwyn, Douce, 
Mackie, and Ingram, and probably form one of the finest 
collections of the kind existing. He also arranged about 700 
French medals. 


Mr. Cowley arranged a considerable number of Muham- 
madan coins, and began the arrangement of French medals 
which was afterwards taken up by Mr. Stainer. 


Mr. C. W. C. Oman continued the arrangement and labelling 
of the Greek series. 


Financial summary.— Owing to loss on re-investments” 
the income of the library fell even lower than its ordinary 
level, the loss in question having increased from upwards of 
#118 in 1896 to upwards of £237 in 1897. At the same 
time the nett receipts from estates fell £55 below the average 
of the previous 6 years. In addition to these misfortunes, the 
library had already expended in 1896 upwards of 4186 
which should have been carried forward as balances of special 
appropriations, and which consequently ought to be replaced. 

It will be seen from the balance-sheet that the balances of 
special appropriations have been replaced and are carried 
forward to 1898, while there is an additional balance of 
£94 10s. gd. on the general fund. The achievement of this 
result has been due partly to one of the temporary ebbs in 
foreign book-production, partly to the fact that few MSS. of 
importance to the library were offered for sale during the 
year, but mainly to the fact that part of the work of the 
library and part of the binding were postponed to the present 
year. In the obvious inability of the University to afford the 
library any material help, the contribution of £150 which 
Trinity College has just made for 1898 is specially valuable, 
and may, it is hoped, be an example for other benefactions. 

The Library is again indebted to the generosity of 
a member of All Souls for a donation of 4£1co received 
through the Warden, this sum to be applied towards the 
salary for another year of an Assistant Sub-Librarian, whose 
re-appointment has been sanctioned by decree of Convocation. 
The College itself was still unable to resume its contributions.
